CHEFOO, June 9, (Thursday.) — The 
Shinese, both merchants and coolies, are 
leaving Port Arthur with the. permission 
of the Russian authorities. Fifty junks 
which left Port Arthur yesterday with 
Chinese passengers are now arriving 
here. 

The reports of the latest arrivals vary 
in minor details, but agree in a general 
Statement that a battle has been raging 
for four days within ten miles of Port 
Arthur.

RUSSIANS HEAR OF VICTORY. 


Chinese Say that Japanese Were Re- 
pulsed with Severe Loss. ¢ 


LONDON, June 9.—A dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company from St. Petersburg 
transmits the following from Liao-Yang: 

“The Japanese on June 6, according to 
Chinese réports, made several sustained 
and stubborn attacks on Port Arthur simul- 
taneously by land and sea. They were re- 
pulsed with severe loss. 

“The position of the Japenese in the 
Kwan-Tung Peninsula is said to be pre- 
carious. 

“There are rumors from the same sources 
that the Viadivostok squadron effected a 
junction with the Port Arthur fleet, that a 
naval battle took place, and that the Jap- 
anese lost four large ships.”’ 

An earlier Reuter dispatch from St. Pe- 
tersburg announced ihat a telegram had 
been received from Mukden, dated yester- 
day, saying: ‘ 

** According to information here, a Jap- 
anese squadron of nine vessels has been 
bombarding the coast between Siung-Yu- 
(game (Hiung-Yo-Tcheng) and Kaf-Chow, 
(ivai-Ping, on the west coast of the Liao- 
Tung Peninsula just below Niu-Chwang,)

The Shanghai correspondent of The Morn- 
ing Post telegraphs under date of June 8: 

“Gen. Stakelberg’s Russian brigade march- 
ing in the direction of Port Arthur suffered 
a reverse on Saturday near Wafang-Tien 
and retired to Tashichiao.” 

The sudden interruption.of the cable be- 
tween Korea and Japan is considered sig- 
nificant of the imminence of important 
cperations at Port Arthur, the Japanese 
having taken precautions, as usual, to cut 
the only means of communication with the 
outside world and thus enable their naval 
and military forces to work with absolute 
secrecy. 

No attention is paid in London to rumors 
that the storming of the fortress has al- 
ready beg.m, because it is known that at 
the battle of Kin-Chow Gen. Oku exhausted 
his ammunition, and an insufficient period 
has elapsed during which the stores of 
ammunition could be renewed and siege 
guns brought into position. 

It is not considered likely that Admiral 
Togo is not averse to Port Arthur wasting 
its ammunition in constant encounters with 
his gunboats. This may explain the ru- 
mored bombardments, while the firing on 
the land side may be due to the preliml- 


mary operations uf driving in the Russians 


forces. 


LIAO-YANG, June 7.—The Japanese have 
evacuated their position near Vafangow. 
The neighboring mountains are deserted, 
and the recently constructed intrenchments 
empty. 

Even Japanese mounted scouts are no 
longer seen, and the Russian patrols have 


failed to locate any Japanese as far as 
Nafang-Kow.

pig,”’ Cervera said, according to Bass’s 
version of the trouble, and at the same time 
drew the peniard from his belt. The men 
struggled for pessession of the weapon. 

Cervera proved the more agile, and slip- 
ping from the Irishman’s grasp, turned on 
him, knife in hand. Bass declares that it 
was only by springing on top of his bed 
that he avoided being stabbed. It was 
not until then that he drew his revolver. 
He was cornered. He shot only once. 

The police were attracted by the cries 
of the bullfighters, who scattered over the 
hotel. Five of them were later herded to- 
gether and taken to the police station with 
Bass, where they will be held as witnesses 
pending the inquest.

One day while with her Company in 
Southern Spain she attended a bull fight. 
She became fascinated with the famous 
matador, Manuel Cervera, who was said 
to be a nephew of Admiral Cervera of the 
Spanish Navy. Later she married ‘him in 
this country.

Beaten, Gagged, and Bound, He Man- 
aged to Give the Alarm. 

HAMMONTON, N. J., June 8.—Three 
men made a daring attempt between 2 and 
3 o'clock this morning to rob the Jocal Post 
Office, That they did not succeed was due 
to Night Marshal John W. Myer. 

Myer came upon the three men at the 
Post Office a little after 2 o’clock, and 
though they had not started to force an en- 
trance, the Marshal became inquisitive, as 
to what they were doing in the neighbor- 
hood.

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NEST OF BLACKMAIL — 
IN PLATT-ELIAS CASE 


Both Complainant and Prisoner 
Bled by Many, Jerome Says. 


WOMAN IN THE TOMBS NOW 


Her Bail Fixed at $50,000—Mob of Curi- 
ous Men Greet Her on Street 
with Jeers. 


Hannah Elias, the negro woman upon 
whom John R. Platt declares he squandered 
almost $700,000, f% the occupant of a celi in 
the second trieg of the woman’s,department 
of the Tombs. The tier is known as “ Coon 
Row,” and is devoted to prisoners of her 
sex and color. 

Committed to prison by Magistrate Om- 


criminal extortion preferred by Platt, bail 
in the sum of $50,000 is required of her. 
Should she find it possible to get sureties 
to this amount she would be confronted 
with imprisonment in the Ludlow Street 
jail, under the civil proceedings pending 
against her, unless she furnished $20,000 
additional bail—a total of $70,000. Declaring 
this bail to be excessive, her attorney, 
Waskingtorl Brauns, yesterday afternoon 
secured in her behalf a writ of certiorari 
and habeas corpus, returnable this morning, 
before Justice Clarke, in Part II of the 
Supreme Court. At this hearing her lawyer 
will apply-for a reduction of bail. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon her at- 
torney, having secured his writ of certiorari 
and habeas corpus, called at the prison to 
notify her of the step he had taken, His 
client was brought to him in the room set 
aside for such conferences. They talked 
over the situation at some length, and 
when the meeting was over the woman gave 


out, through the the following 


statement: 

“I wish the public to know that I do not 
fear the outcome of this case in the slight- 
est. I know that my name will be vindicat- 
ed when my side of the story has been 
heard.. I will talk when the time comes, 
and then the public will be able to judge 
of my innocence or guilt. I have never 
blackmailed any one in my life. Mr. Platt 
is evidently making it as hard as possible 
for me, but I will not answer his charges 
now. 

“Interviews have been printed in some 
of the newspapers in which I am quoted as 
saying that I “Will drag other names into 
my affairs when I am placed on trial. These 
interviews are without foundation. John 
R. Platt is the only man whose name will 
be mentioned by me. It was not, my inten- 
tion to make public his refations with me. 
That they are public is his own doing.”

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MAY PUT KNOX IN SENATE. 


C. Frick Booms Attor Attorney Generai to 
be Successor to Quay. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 8.—Assertions 
were freely made here to-night that great 
financial interests of Pennsylvania and 
New York had set out to remove Attorney 
General Philander C. Knox from the Presi- 


dent’s Cabinet by giving to him the Sena- 
torial seat made vacant by. ‘the death of 
Senator .,uay. 

They were based upon a visit to this city 
by H. C Frick of Pittsburg, and his an- 
nouncement that he came in the interest of 
Mr, Knox. Mr. Frick, in formally launch- 
ing Mr. Knox's candidacy said he thought 
the Attorney General would be an excellent 
choice, and felt that the rank and file of 
the party throughout the State would look 
favorably upon his selection. 

Ex-State Senator Flinn, when seen re- 
garding Mr. Knox's candidacy, admitted 
that he had met Mr. Frick during the day, 
and that the latter asked that Mr. Knox 
be considered a candidate. Mr. Flinn fur- 
ther added that another meeting would be 
held to-morrow with Senator Boies Pen- 
rose; at which the Attorney General's name 
would be taken Ap. 

Ex-Senator James Donald Cameron, with 
the acquiescence of Richard Quay, Senator 
Penrose, and Insurance Commissioner Dur- 
ham, who accompanied Cameron to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad office, 1s said to 
have conferred with one or more represent~- 
atives of that corporation on the opportu~- 
nity which the Senatorial vacancy offered 
to get the Attorney Gen¢ral out of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Cabinet. 

Mr. Frick, like Mr. Cameron, came here 
directly from New York.

It is stated ‘that Admiral Chadwick in 
landing American’ marines in Africa for 
the first time in half a century, was but 
meeting the requirements of international 
comity. 

It is supposed here that the Belgian Lega- 
tion is in an outlying section of the city, 
easily accessible to the tribesmen of the 
interior. 

Baron Moncheur, the Belgian “Minister, 
was greatly surprised to learn this after- 
noon that Admiral Chadwick had landed 
an armed force to protect the Belgian Le- 
gation in Tangier. The Minister will call 
at the State Department to-morrow offi- 
cially to express to Secretary Hay the 
thanks of his Government for this courtesy. 

The Belgian Minister at Tangier is Count 
Buisseret, who was formerly Secretary of 
the legation here, and married Miss Story 
of New York. It/is assumed that he re- 
quested the American Consul to have an 
armed force landed from the American 
squadron to protect the legation. 

The State Department has received unof- 
ficial assurance through Mr. Gummere, who 
had it from the British Consul at Fez, that 
the Sultan of Morocco will accede to all of 
Raisuli’s terms. The bandit’s demand that

NO REQUEST FOR FEDERAL AID. 


President Will Not Intervene in Colo- 
rado Unless Asked To.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Up to midnight 
no request had been received by the Presi- 
dent for Federal troops at Victor to quell 
the lawlessness of the miners. The Presi- 
dent will not intervene unasked, unless the 
conflict should take a turn which would im- 
pede the United States mails, a contingency 
which it will be remembered President 
Cleveland had to deal with during the 
Chicago riots in the Gubernatorial term of 
the late John P. Altgeld.

HOTEL THIEVES CARELESS.

She said also the robbers overlooked $75,000 
worth of gems in a drawer beneath the one 
they plundered. 

James McDonald, clerk at the Hotel 
Algonquin, 59 West Forty-fourth Street, 
went to the West Thirtieth Street Police 
Station last night and identified Dards as 
a man-who had worked in the Hotel Lor- 
raine last September, and had been dis- 
charged after a number of small robberies. 
McDonald said that shortly after that, out 
of sympathy for him, he invited Dards to 


share his room. He stayed but a single 
night, and the next morning was gone with 
$90. cash, three suits of clothes, and other 


property.

ADMITS KILLING OF ETZEL. 


Chinese General Acknowledges His 


Troops Slew the American. 


NIU-CHWANG, June 8.—The funeral of 
Lewis Etzel, correspondent of The London 
Daily Telegraph, will take place here this 
afternoon. 

United States Consul General Miller held 
an inquest at Shwanta-Itse yesterday, at 
which the Chinese Gen. Lu acknowledged 
that Etzel was killed by his soldiers, 

Ernest Brindle of The London Daily Mail, 
who was with Etzel when the latter was 
shot, testified that their junk was unchal- 
lenged by the soldiers and was fired upon 
in spite of the fact that the two foreigners 
were plainly visible, at a distance of less 
than 100 yards. At least 150 shots were fired 
at the correspondents’ junk, which did not 
reply. 

Mr. Miller will forward a report to United 
States Minister Conger at Peking, showing 
gross carelessness on the part of the sol- 
diers, to say the least. 

It is learned that Etzel and Brindle were 
traveling in an attempt to reach Port Ar- 
thur. 

The Russian authorities are doing all in 
their power to assist the American officials. 
yen. Kondratovitch placed a steam launch 
with twenty-five soldiers under the orders 
of Mr. Miller, and otherwise rendered great 
aid in recovering the body of Etzel. Mr. 
Miller has heartily thanked Gen. Kondrato- 
vitch on behalf of the United States Goy- 
ernment. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Secretary Hay 
to-day received a telegram from Miss Anna 
Etzel of Denver, a sister of Lewis Etzel, 
asking the Secretary to endeavor to have

Chow, where the Japanese-eare concentrat- 
ing in the positions captured from the Rus- 
sians.

The Japanese have not effected a landing 
at Kai-Chow. Their fleet of twenty-five 
transports, loaded with war material and 
provisions, which was lying off Kai-Chow, 
has disappeared. 

Stores for the Japanese army are reach- 
ing Kin-Chow from all directions. 

While the days are now hot, the nights 
are still cold, and it is learned that the 
Japanese troops are suffering from disease 
brought on by the sharp variations of tem- 
perature. 

The Japanese regard the use of the lance 
as barbarous because of the mortal wounds 
it inflicts. In the recent fighting the Japa- 
nese, it is estimated,’ lost 320 killed or 
wounded. They employed many coolies to 
carry away the bodies under cover of night, 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 8.—Nothing is 
know here of the various rumors to the ef- 
fect that Port Arthur hag fallen, but it is 
not considered possible at this time. 

The reports of sorties from and attacks 
on Port Arthur coming in from foreign 
sources arouse the liveliest interest here. 
The Government, not having means of com- 
munication with the fortress, accepts them 
with reserve. The authorities generally be- 
lieve that the reported march of events in 
the front of Port Arthur is a little too 
rapid. 

The tension over the situation in the thea- 
tre of war is manifestly increasing. The 
General Staff is becoming more reticent 
and the public is convinced that an im- 
portant battle, which may decide the fate 
of the campaign, is impending. 

The outpost engagements between the 
main armies of Gens. Kuropatkin and 
Kuroki have suddenly ceased. Such a lull 
frequently occurs after two armies have 
been for some time in tough and just be- 
tore they: are ready to strike. Kuroki has 
not yet moved, according to the latest ad- 
vices, but is drawing in his skirmishers as 
if preparing to do so, Developments on the 
lower part of the Liao-Tung Peninsula 
may determine when and where the two 
armies will come into collision. 

Kuropatkin has elaborately fortified his 
position at Liao-Yang, in anticipation of a 
possible forward movement on the part of 
Kuroki and the army landed at Taku- 
Shan. But Kuroki's failure to assume the 
aggressive and the approach of the rainy 
season, which would stop operations, as 
well as the pressure to impede Gen. Oku's 
army, may have been determining factors 
in dispatching a force southward, the 
strength of which is as much a mystery as 
ever. 

The Japanese apparently are not averse 
to this advance, having already withdrawn 
before it to below Wafang-Tien. If Kuroki 
should now push in behind this force, across 
the head of the Liao-Tung Peninsula, Ku- 
ropatkin, in the opinion of military ex- 
perts, with nothing to fear on his flank, is 
certain to come down from the north, and 
a decisive battle might occur in the neigh- 
borhood of Hai-Cheng. 


NEWS FROM FRONT CUT OFF. 


Interruption of Cables May Be Due to 
Censorship at Tokio. 


News from Port Arthur, the Ljao-Tung 
Peninsula, and the Yalu River is cut off 
from Russian sources by the Japanese, 
who are between the Russians and the ter- 
ritori@és mentioned. ; 

It is officially asserted that the cables 
connecting Japan with China are not work- 
ing, which would prevent Tokio also from 
having knowledge of events near Port Ar- 
thur and in Manchuria. 

It is said, however, that the interruption 


of the cable work is probably due to the 
censorship at Tokio. 


SAYS PORT ARTHUR WILL FALL. 


German Expert Declares Japanese Can 
‘Storm Fortress Successfully.

BERLIN, June 8—Major Gen.. Meekel, 
who acted as chief military instructor in 
the Japanese Army from 1885 to 1888, 
when asked to-day whether the Japanese 
would succeed in capturing Port Arthur, 
said: 

“I have no doubt that when the Jap- 
anese believe the moment for storming 
the fortress has come they will storm 
Port Arthur wiih success. 

“Why should events before Port Ar- 
thur differ from those in the battle of 
Kin-Chow? When once the Japanese 
have made sure of success they will 
again sacrifice 5,000 men without more 
ado.” 


PARIS, June 8.—A telegram from St. 
Petersburg quotes Admiral Wirenius, 
Chief of the General Staff of the Russian 
Navy, as follows: 

“It is absolutely false to assert that 
the Emperor has ordered the fleet to 
make a sortie from Port Arthur. Admi- 
rals Wittsoeft and Grigorovitch have per- 
fect liberty of action, but as the road- 
stead is full of mines it would be mad- 
ness to leave the port until the mines are 
removed and the channel opened. 


“If the Japanese succeed in capturing 
Port Arthur from the land side it is cer- 
tain that the squadron will make a sortie 
and steam at full speed to Vladivostok. 
Thus, at the worst, several ships will be 
saved and the others will come to a more 


glorious end than if they were blown up 
in the roadsteaa. 

“It will in any case be possible to In- 
flict some losses on the enemy.” 


RUSSIAN TORPEDO BOAT SUNK: 


Struck Rocks May 26—Czar Sure Jap- 
anese Have Lost Three Battleships. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 8,—Emperor 
Nicholas has received the following dis- 
pateh from Viceroy Alexieff, embodying a 
report from Rear Admiral Wittsoeft: 

“On the night of May 26 ten torpedo 
boats were sent out against the Japanese 
boats operating in Kin-Chow Bay. One 
of the torpedo boats struck the rocks and 
sank. Her crew was saved. 

The Admiralty is convinced that either 


the Japanese battleship Yashima or the 
battleship Shikishima has been lost off Ta- 
lien-Wan. This belief is based on Chinese 
reports which have heretofore proved re- 
able. 

The Emperor, in discussing the situation 
at Tsarskoe-Selo with a prominent diplo- 
matist, although expressing complete con- 
fidence in the ultimate outcome of the 
war, displayed considerable concern over 
the fate of Port Arthur, against which, he 
said, he believed the enemy was directin 
his principal energies. His Majesty told 
the visitor that the report that there was 
not enough coal at Port Arthur for the 
squadron had not a vestige of foundation.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 8.—The man- 
ager of the Baltic Works has received a 
message from the branch at Port Arthur 
which, he says, was sent by wireless tel- 
egraphy by way of Che-Foo. The message 
says the work on the battleship Pobieda, 
which had a hole 30 feet wide in her side, 
is proceeding satisfactorily. 

The question of wireless communication 
with Port Arthur promises to raise an in- 
teresting international problem. There is 
no evidence that the Russian Government 
has yet received wireless messages, al- 
though it is suggested that Rear Admiral 
Wittsoeft’s report to Viceroy Alexieff may 
have come by this medium. 

Some of the authorities who have been 
examining the question are inclined to hold 
that if a blockaded port communicates by 
wireless telegraphy with a shore station in 
neutral territory it does not necessarily 
constitute a breach of neutrality any more 
than communication over an unsevered 
cable, the enemy having the remedy in one 
case of cutting the cable and in the other 
of stationing a vessel rigged with wireless 
apparatus between the sending and receliv- 
ing stations, thus interfering with commu- 
nication.

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PATTERSON IS GUILTY 


Two New Witnesses Impress Police 
and Jerome. 


POINT FOR HER, THOUGH 


A. C. Meyer of Jacksonville Says He 
Saw Cab Struggle, Young Hold- 
ing the Pistol. 


Developments yesterday in the case of 
Nan Patterson, the actress held without 
bail in connection with the death of ‘‘ Cae- 
sar’’ Young, the wealthy bookmaker and 
owner of race horses, indicated that the 
mysterious shooting in the hansom cab was 
approaching a solution, When the case of 
the Patterson girl goes before the Grand 
Jury, probably to-day, two witnesses whose 
names have not yet appeared in connection 
with the affair will testify before that 
body. Their testimony is known to be 
of great importance to the prosecution, sup- 
plying links which until they were found 
had been missing from the chain of evi- 
dence. 

The identity of the two new witnesses 
was closeiy guarded yesterday by the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office and the police. .One 
of them, however, who is said to have been 
an eye-witness to the shooting, is Carl 
Norlander, a Swede living at the Mills 
Hotel in Bleecker Street. He has told his 
story to the detectives, and has been sub- 
poenaed to appear before the Grand Jury 
to-dav 

The other witness was found by one of 
the detectives who had been trying to trace 
the revolver that was discovered in the 
coat pocket of the bookmaker after he was 
shot. This witness is a portly, prosperous 
looking man of about forty-five years. His 
name is withheld for the present. He Is 
said to be the proprietor of an up-town 
pawnshop. He was brought to the District 
Attorney's office late in the afternoon by 
Detective Sergeant Samuel Price of In- 
spector McClusky’s staff, and was closeted 
with Mr. Jerome, Mr. Rand, Capt. Sweeney, 
and Detective Sergeant Price for half an 
hour. Later he went with Mr. Jerome to 
the Tombs. 

In the prison he had a good look at Miss 
Pattérson, and afterward he saw her again 
in the Coroner’s courtroom, where she had 
been taken by her lawyer in an attempt to 
have her admitted to bail. Coroner Brown 
declined to grant the application, saying that 
he had obtained important additional evi- 
dence, and that the jury at the inquest 
could not fail to find a verdict declaring 
the girl responsible for Young's death. 


The Police Are Positive. 


There was a most marked change in the 
attitude of the authorities after the mys- 
terious witness had made his appearante 
in the Criminal Courts Building. Every sign 
seemed to indicate that the District Attor- 
ney and the police no longer were groping 
in the dark, as during the three or four pre- 
vious days, but that instead of working on 
vague theories they now were developing 
definite clues and obtaining substantial re- 
sults. District Attorney Jerome assumed 
full charge of the case, and gave orders to 
a large force of detectives, who, he ex- 
plained, were largely busied with rounding 
up witnesses for the Grand Jury to-day. 

Contrary to the expectation of Levy and 
Unger, her lawyers, Supreme Court Justice 
Clarke handed down early in the afternoon 
a decision in which he dismissed the writ 
of habeas corpus sued out on behalf of Miss 
Patterson and remanded her to the custody 
of the Coroner. The Justice said that 
while the record and return made by the 
Coroner were incomplete, there was abund- 
ant justification for holding the woman 
pending the inquest. 

“It was clearly a case of homicide or 
suicide,”’ he continued. ‘‘ The position of 
the wound and the revolver seems to me to 
establish within the meaning of the statute 
probable cause to believe that it was homi- 
cide, and not suicide.” 

When Miss Patterson appeared in the 
Coroner’s Court she was dressed entirely 
in black and wore a heavy veil, behind 
which her face appeared very white and 
anxious. Mr. Levy opened the proceedings 
by asking that, as the woman had been 
recommitted to the custody of the Coroner, 
he exercise his magisterial functions and 
proceed with the examination at once. 
Coroner Brown interrupted by saying that 
the examination had been set for Friday. 

“That is the inquest,” replied Mr. Levy. 
“My request is that as a Magistrate ysu 
go on now with the examination of this de- 
fendant, as provided by the Code of Crim- 
inal Procedure. We are ready to go on at 
once.” 

‘“‘I understood,” interposed the District 
Attorney, “‘that we were to take up the 
question of bail here—and that question 
alone. As far as that matter is concerned, 
I will say that this woman is charged with 
murder in the first degree, and that in such 
cases only a Justice of the Supreme Court 
or a Judge of General Sessions is authorizeg 
by statute to accept bail." 


“‘ She Is Responsible.”—Coroner. 


“T will settle this controversy in very 
few words,” said Coroner Brown from the 
bench, “I have obtained sworn informa- 
tion which makes it certain that when the 
inquest is held the jury will find this de- 
fendant responsible for the death of ‘ Cae- 
sar’ Young. Consequently, I will not ac- 
cept bail in any amount. The prisoner will 
return to the Tombs.” 

“I suppose, then, that your Honor pos- 
sesses evidence in addition to that on which 
this woman was held, and of which I of 
course have no knowledge,”’ said Mr. Levy. 
“In that case I presume there can be no 
further argument, and we must bow to your 
Honor’s decision."’

Hustied Out Yates Men, Suppressed 
Lowden Men, Fired Deneen Men—

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Speaker Joseph 
G. Cannon arrived last night from Illinois 
and to-day gave the President an account 
of the proceedings of the Springfield Can- 
vention over which he presided. 
The Speaker assured the President that 


there was no reason for apprehension re-. 


garding the harmony and unity of the Re- 
publicans of Illinois, and that while the 
proceedings of the convention were at 
times acrimonious and tumultuous, the 
result of its deliberations were accepted by 
the various factions, and the ticket nomi- 
nated would be elected. ; 

Speaking this afternoon of his experiences 
as presiding officer of the convention, Mr. 
Cannon, in his usual breezy manner, de- 
claref that his occupation of the chair had 
destroyed all prospects for his nomination 
‘at Chicago for the Vice Presidency so far 
as Illinois is concerned. 

“When the convention concluded its 
labors,” he said, *“‘so far from being an 
Object of admiration I was an object for 
universal execration. The boom that seemed 
s0 full of promise to my friends before the 
convention convened was flattened out and 
jumped upon before it terminated. 

“This was brought about by myself with 
the aid of the gavel and the authority that 
went with it. 

“It happened this way. At the outset 
the convention adopted for its guidance the 
rules of the House of Representatives. As 
the struggle progressed the factions sev- 
erally made efforts to get up a stampede, 
according to the methods that have come 
into vogue the past few years in popular 
bodies in which there is lively competition 
for the honors. 

“The followers of Gov. Yates one day 
came into the hall with a brass band and a 
crowd of shouters who attempted to make 
As there is nothing in 
the rules of the House of Representatives 
permitting that kind of procedure I ordered 
the officers who were charged with main- 
taining order to hustle out the horns and 
drums, which was done. The Yates men 
did not view the action with complacency, 
and the Chair was the object of their ob- 
jurgations. 

“Next the Lowden men tried to get up a 
stampede by massing the standards and 
performing wild gyrations. I had them sup- 
pressed.

COCKRAN SPEECH IGNORED. 


Report That Congressman Has Protest- 
ed to Democratic Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 8 —Friends of 
Bourke Cockran have to-day made use of 
his presence in Washington to,give cur- 
rency to a report that he came here to 
protest to the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee against the decisions 
of the committee not to circulate his fa- 
mous speech in the last days of the recent 
session as a campaign document. No evi- 
dence that Mr. Cockran had taken such a 
step could be obtained here to-day. 

Representative Cowherd, the Chairman 
of the Democratic Congressional Commit- 
tee, said to-night that the speech would 
not be used as a campaign document, but 
that there was no friction over the matter. 

The committee has selected few speeches 
for circulation during the campaign, and the 
Cockran speech, while a brilliant one, was 
for the most part of such a personal char- 
acter that it was thought best not to give 
it circulation as campaign ammunition. Its 
purpose primarily was to castigate Repre- 
sentative Dalzell for making an attack on 
Cockran in which he charged the latter 
with taking pay for making speeches for 
McKinley during the campaign of 1896. 

The committee decided to strike mainly 
at the trust question, discuss economy, and 
where the tariff speeches may be required 
send out several by Southern members of 
the House that are regarded more to the 
point for the special consumption for which 
they may be needed. 


A CAUSE OF LAWLESSNESS. 


Gen. Wingate’s Idea of Provision Against 
Whipping in Schools. 


Many members of the Board of Education 
are of the opinion that by the time the 
Committee on Elementary Schools are 
ready to make their report on the subject 
of corporal punishment next Fall, a vote 
favoring the return of the system into the 
schools would be much more than pos- 
sible. Gen. Wingate, well known in school 
athletic affairs, said yesterday: 

“I am in favor of corporal punishment, 
and there is a growing opinion in its favor 
throughout the board. Lawlessness is the 
curse of the country to-day, and I think 
that it is largely traceable to the fact 
that proper respect for authority is not 
taught in the public schools.” 

“While I am in favor of corporal pun- 
ishment myself,” said Chairman Mack of 
the Committee, “I doubt if the majority 
of the members of my committee will vote 
for it when they come to report to the 
board on the subject. I do not think that 
the majority of the Commissioners will 
vote in favor of its return, either. Public 
pentiment is too strongly opposed to it.”’ 

Associate City Superintendent Higgins be- 
lieves that corporah punishment will soon 
be reintroduced into the schools, and be- 
lieved that a great reaction in favor of it ig 
now about to begin in the public mind. 


SUICIDE AT A SANITARIUM. 


Brooklyn Man Drowns’ Himself irf a 
Pond at Stamford.

STAMFORD, Conn., June 8.—It became 
known to-day that Wilson Jordan, a young

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KENTUCKY REFUSES 10 
INDORSE JUDGE PARKER 


State Convention Votes Down a 
Resolution by Three to One. 


BECKHAM MEN ARE IN CONTROL 


Platform Affirms Principles Uttered by 
Jefferson, Jackson, and Bryan—Some 
Parker Delegates Named. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.,-June 9, (Thursday.) 
—By a vote of nearly three to one the 
Kentucky Democratic State Convention 
early this morning declined to consider a 
resolution to indorse Judge, Alton B. 
Parker of New York for the Presidency. 

The resolution was introduced by Con- 
gressman Sherley after the Resolutions 
Committee had reported a platform that 
contained no mention of candidates. There 
Was a wrangle over it, and when a vote 
was taken the members from the country 
districts voted almost solidly against it. 

The majority report of the Commitee on 
Organization was adopted earlier carrying 
with it the election vf McQuown as chair- 
man of the State Central Commitee, and 
Blackburn, McCreery, Beckham and James 
as delegates at large to the National Con- 
vention, : 

At 1:45 the convention adjourned. 

Yesterday morning after Benjamin 
Johnson, the ‘“anti-machine”  candi- 
date for temporary Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention, had withdrawn his 
name the administration forces, led by 
Gov. Beckham, secured a decisive victory, 
the latter being elected temporary Chair- 
man by a vote of 817 to 322. 

The opposition had chosen Judge Frank 
Peake, in lieu of Johnson, at the last mo- 
ment, and his defeat put Gov. Beckham 
and his adherents in full control of the 
temporary organization. 

Senator Blackburn asserted that the 
Democratic Party of Kentucky was 
falling into the grasp of a machine and 
out of control of the voters. He declared 
that he and his associates would contest 
to the last the efforts of the Administration 
men to elect Lewis McQuown Chairman of 
the State Central Committee. 

Passing to National affairs, he spoke in 
favor of an uninstructed delegation. His 
sentiments in this respect met, the approval 
of the convention, and subsequent refer- 
ences to Parker and McClellan as available 


candidates .for the Presidency provoked 
only moderate enthusiasm. He declared 
with much emphasis that he still believed 
that the party was right in 1896 and_ 1900. 
He characterized the report that Bryan 
would bolt the St. Louis Convention as an 
infamous lie and paid a tribute to the 
character of the Nebraskan. 

Although the convention is called to elect 
delegates to the St. Louis Convention, this 
feature has been lost to sight in the long 
and bitter struggle which has been waged 
for control of the State Central Committee. 

There was a spirited debate in the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions over the platform, 
five of the members demanding the reaf- 
firmation of the Kansas City platform. In 
order ¢o prevent.a contest on the floor of 
the convention a compromise was effected 
by adopting the following opening clause: 

“The Democratic Party of Kentucky, in 
convention assembled, affirms its faith in 
and adherence to the great and fundamental 

rinciples of Democracy as expounded by 

efferson, exemplitied by Jackson, and ably 
defended by Bryan.” e 

The resolutions demand a revision of the 
tariff in a conservative spirit. The alleged 
encroachments by the President upon the 
Constitution are denounced. . 

District meetings in each of the eleven 
districts were held for the purpose of nam- 
ing delegates to the National Convention. 
Only one district, the Fifth. declared for 
Parker. Of the twenty delegates named at 
the other ten district meetings three .are 
regarded as possible Hearst men, six are 
for Parker, and eleven declined to express 
a preference.

Winfield Ayres, Associate Professor of 
Urology in the Post-Graduate Hospital of 
New York, startled the convention of the 
American Medical Association this morning 
by saying he believed Bright’s disease, in 
the early stages at least, was curable. This 
disease heretofore has baffled all efforts to 
master it, but Prof. Ayres backs up his as- 
sertion by saying he has effected forty- 
three cures. His treatment consists of in- 
jecting curative drugs directly into the kid- 
neys. ‘ 

By doing this he -is able to use much 
stronger medicines than could be ~used 
through the stomach. Out of ninety-three 
cases treated by him, he says, only one 


failed entirely to respond to treatment, and 
he believed that further research will result 
in finding a, successful treatment for later 
stages of the disease.

UPHOLDS WAR SECRETARY. 


Miss Taylor, Department Clerk, Will 
Not Get Reinstatement. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—The Court of 
Appeals of the District of Columbia to-day 
affirmed the decision of the court below 
in refusing to compel the Secretary of War 
by mandamus proceedings to reinstate Miss 
Rebecca J. Taylor as a clerk in the War 
Department. : 

Miss Taylor admitted the authorship of 
a newspaper article which the defense 
claimed to be a severe réflection on the 
President of the United States. For this 
she was dismissed. Reinstatement was 
sought through the courts on the ground 
that Miss Taylor was removed because of 
her political belief, and that this was con- 
trary to the civil service law. 

Justice Clabaugh, in rendering the opin- 
ion, announced the purpose of the civil 
service law to be to restrict the power of 
appointment; that the right of removal in 
the appointing power was not restricted, 
with the single exception that no removal 
could be made because of the refusal of an 
employe to contribute money or services to 
a political party. Consequently, the opin- 
ion said, the court had no right to review 
the action of an official in making a re- 
moval from the service. To grant this 
right, it added, would be to demoralize the 
public service. 


GOULD WINS RAILWAY FIGHT. 


Baltimore and Ohio Cannot Prevent 
Western Marylard’s Completion. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, June 8.—The State Court 
of Appeals to-day removed the last obstacle 
to the completion of Gould’s Western Mary- 
land Railroad, by means of which connec- 
tion will be made with the West Virginia 
Central and Pittsburg Railroad, and the 
Wabash extended to tidewater at Balti- 
more. 

The court sustained the right of the West- 
ern Maryland Company to construct bridges 
and condemn rights of way across the prop- 
erty of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal. 
The suit of the latter company to prevent 
the crossings was part of the general fight 
made by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company against the completion of the 
Cumberland extension. 

The Western Maryland’s work has been 
the cause of numerous suits, of which it 
has won nearly all.

NEARLY 1,000 DEGREES. 
CONFERRED BY COLUMBIA 


Elihu Root-Among Six Who Receive 
Honorary Awards. 


GREAT CROWD TURNED AWAY 


Judge Coxe Telis Alumni Country Suf- 
fers from Too Much Law— 
Praises Roosevelt- 


Columbia celebrated her one hundred and 
fiftieth annual commencement ‘yesterday in 
the university gymnasium. Six honorary 
degrees and nearly 1,000 degrees in course 
Were granted. About 4,000 people gained 
admission to the building, while nearly as 
many more were turned away. 

Shortly before 10:30 o’clock the members 
of the Faculties, Board of Trustees, Univer- 
sity Council, and candidates for degrees, to- 
gether with President Nicholas Murray 
Butler, the candidates for honorary degrees, 
and the guests of honor assembled in the 
corridors of the library and proceeded in 
academic procession to the gymnasium. 
After the address to the graduates by Pres- 
ident Butler, six honorary degrees were 
conferred as follows: 


Master of Arts—Howard Jason Rogers, Director 
of Education, Social Economy, and Congresses, 
louisiana Purchase Exposition, and Assistant 
ener of Education of the State of New 
Fork, 


Doctor of Science—Hugo de Vries, Professor of 
Botany in the University of Amsterdam. 

Doctor of Letters—Charles Follen McKim, archi- 
“odier of Laws—Alfred Conkling Coxe, Judge 
of the Circuit Court of the United States, and 
Elihu Root, ex-Secretary of Wan 

Doctor of Sacred Theology—The Right Rev. 
_— Hummell Greer, Coadjutor Bishop of New 

Prof. Franklin H. Giddings, in presenting 
Mr. Rogers for his degree, said: 

“The Assistant Commissioner of Educa- 
tion for this State has rendered public serv- 
ices , peculiarly worthy of recognition. 
Largély through his ability and untiring 
effort the recent progress of education in 
the United States has been brought ade- 
quately to the attention of the civilized 
world. A Superintendent of the educational 
exhibit of this State at the Columbian Ex- 
position, he afterward organized and di- 
rected the Department of Education and 
Social Economy of the United States at the 
Paris Exposition in 1900. Now, at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. Louis 
he has brought together and arranged the 
most complete educational exhibit that the 
public has ever had an opportunity to 
study.”’ 

Charles F. McKim was presented by 
Prof. A. D. F. Hamlin as “ creator of these 
university buildings, founder of a school of 
architecture at Rome, savior ofthe White 
House, and artistic benefactor of the Na- 
tion’s capital, and friend and promoter of 
sound scholarship in the arts.” 

In presenting Mr. Root Dean Burgess 
said: 

“ AS a man and a citizen he is, like the 
knight of old, without fear and without re- 
proach; as a lawyer and a jurist he stands 
in the very forefront of the American bar; 
as an orator he has no superior, and as a 
Statesman and an administrator he has 
taught his country and the world two great 
lessons, at least two—one that an American 
civilian can organize the armed force of his 
Nation more perfectly and more effectively 
than any purely military man the Nation 
has ever produced, and the other that a 
free republic can discharge imperial duties 
successfully and honorably, without sacri- 
ficing: or impairing or imperiling its own 
historic liberties,”

After the exercises the annual luncheon 
of the alumni was served in the Alumni 
Memoria! Dining Hall. About 500 graduates 
and the recipients of the honorary degrees 
took part, Dean Van Amringe presiding. 

“We are suffering in this country from 
an overproduction of law,” said Judge 
Coxe, the first speaker. “It is a true say- 
ing that that nation governs best which 
governs least, but we seem to have forgol- 
ten that. Instead, there are 14,000 statutes 
made annually in the United States, and 
New York stands at the head of the list with 
from 600 to 700 each year. We legislate 
to cure all evils, to remedy past ones, to 
prevent new ones, to raise money, and to 
stop immorality. And yet every day we 
see crime go unpunished and murderers-go 
free. The mob, tired of the Kkw’s delay, 
drags out its victims to death in the ligat 
of flaming ails and Court uses, 

. ™¥ou will say to me; ‘You are a Doc-

tor of Laws now. Prescribe the re ib 
This is what | think ig the remedy: t 
the Lamers meet biennially or trien- 
nially; let there be no special legislation;

but one appeal; let there be no trials by 
jury in commercial cases, and let there be 
a law that will compel jur 
make the impanelling in® necessary cases 
easy. With these changes, the sick body

Judge Coxe paid a little tribute to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Speaking of the diploma of 
Doctor of Laws he had just received, he 
said: 
‘Twenty years ago I received a certifi- 
cate signed by the first New York Presi- 
Receaiy A re 
ceived another signed by that other New 
York President wno now sits in the White 
House. Now I have both the one signcd 
by Arthur and the other by Sir Galahad. 
The latter is like that other knight of olden 
times of whom it was _ written: My 
strength is as of the strength of ten, be- 
cause my heart is pure.’ ”’ f 

Bishop Greer defended athletics, but said 
they should be subordinated to studies. 

Mr. Root described the old Columbia, and 
paid a tribute to the educators who by in- 
dividual effort and risk brought the various 
schools of the university to their present 
high efficiency. He told how, in 1814, a 
law was passed ordering a lottery to raise 
money for the support of Hamilton Col- 
lege, Union College, Columbia College, and 
the Asbury African Church. 

President Butler made the concluding ad- 
dress. He announced the gift of $200,000 
from Mr. Lewisohn for the new School of 
Mines, adding that ground would be broken, 
for the building this morning. It is to be 
on the Broadway side of the grounds, a 
little to the south of Earl Hall, near One 
Hundred and Seventeenth Street, and is to 
be ready for occupancy by the Fall of 1905. 
Continuing, Dr. Butler said: 

o Princely gifts have come to us of late, 
but we are still without a college hall or 
a law school building. This university hall 
in which we sit remains unfinished. Many 
departments are short-handed, and a large 
part of the teaching staff is wretchedly 
underpaid, If only we could have a college 
hall, a law school building, a completed 
university hall, and more funds to be ap- 
plied unrestrictedly for general university 
purposes, we could afford to wait quietly 
for the rest. These three buildings we 
must have, or we simply cannot do our 
work. The increased funds for general 
purposes we must have or we cannot give 
our departments apparatus and teaching 
material or pay living salaries to our de- 
voted company of scholars. 

““Many men in giving to universities just 
fall short of being generous, through unfa- 
miliarity with university conditions. They 
give for a specific purpose, and in a way 
to compel the Trustees to add further to 
their already heavy burden. An unendowed 
building is a source of no small expense. 
It must be kept in repair, lighted, heated, 
and furnished with service. Probably not 
a single one of our present or pro ected 
buildings can be maintained for less than 
the income of $100,000. We have no funds 
for this purpose, and the general income 
of the corporation is correspondingly de- 
pleted. 

“ We are constantly consolidating the uni- 
versity, simplifying its administrative ma- 
chinery, and increasing its teaching power. 


.During the past three years no fewer than 
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thirty-one new appointments have been 
made to full professorships, and there have 
been thirty-nine new appointments to ad- 
junct professorships. We are bending our 
energtes to teach better and to train better 
every year. We are not troubling ourselvés 
about numbers of students, although the 
numbers constantly increase despite the 
fact that conditions of admission to the 
professional schools have been steadily ad- 
vancing.”’

AND ROBBED IN HOME 


Two Young Men Who Answered 
“To Let” Sign Were Robbers. 


FOUND HER HOARD BY TRICK 


Ran Away with $335 and Disappeared in 
the Noonday Crowd—One Arrest 
in the Case. 


Mrs. Emma Pryke, who is sixty years old 
was working in the Pryke’s apartments on 
the third floor of the house at 134 West 
Fifteenth Street just before noon yesterday 
when two young men called. They said 
they had noticed a sign for rooms to let on 
the door and wanted a double room. 

Mrs, Pryke showed them such a room, 
and the young men said they would take it. 
As they were talking in the dining room 
one of the men drew from his pocket a roll 
of bills, and from it took a $10 bill, which 
he laid on the table, and told Mrs, Pryke 
to take from it the rent for a week, about 
$7 or $8. 

Mrs. Pryke took the bill, and, excusing 
herself, walked into the kitchen. One of 
the men asked for a glass of water, and 
was told by the woman to take a glass from 
the ‘table and help himself. The man did 
so, walking into the kitchen in time to see 
Mrs. Pryke make a motion as if to take 
something from her stocking. While the 
woman watched the man in the kitchen 
the other went up behind her, seized her by 
the throat and choked her. 

The man who had asked for a drink ran 
to the aid of his companion, and the two 
choked her, while the one who had seized 
her first extracted a roll of bills from the 
woman’s stocking. There were $335 in the 
roll, according to the woman. The men 
then dragged the woman toward the door 
leading into the hall, still tightly elutching 
her by the throat. They left her lying on 
the hall floor and ran down stairs and 
away. 

For a moment Mrs. Pryke was unable to 
stir. Then, recovering her rather feeble 
strength, she ran out, half-dressed, after 
her assailants. She saw two men who 
looked like the thieves turning into Sixth 
Avenue, and she chased them, but lost 
them in the crowd at Fourteenth Street. 
Mrs. Pryke then went to the Tenderloin 
Police Station and told her story. De- 


tectives McIvor and Dockstader took her to 
Police Headquarters and let her look at the 
Rogues’ Gallery.

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NEW CHARGE AGAINST BEAVERS 


Arrested Again and Accused of More 
Postal Conspiracy. 


George W. Beavers, formerly Chief of the 
Department of Salaries and Allowances in 
the Post Office Department, was again 
placed under arrest yesterday, this time on 
a warrant under an indictment filed in 
Washington Oct. 5, 1903, charging him with 
conspiracy with the agent of a book type- 
writer concern, whose supplies were sold 
to the Post Office Department. 

Despite the objection of Mr. Seabury, who 
appeared for Beavers, Judge Thomas ad- 
journed the argument on the original 
charges until Monday. Beavers was then 
taken before Commissioner Benedict and 
released under his former bail bond of $10,- 
000, he agreeing to furnish more bail on 
Monday should it be required then. 

The Washington indictment charges that 
Beavers entered into an agreement with 
W. Scott Towers, agent for the Elliott & 
Hatch Book Typewriter Company, to sup- 
ply certain Post Offices with the machine 
manufactured by the company, and that he 
accepted a draft for $350 for doing so. , 

It is charged that the agreement between 


Towers and Beavers was entered into on 
Oct. 6, 1900, and that under this agreement 
Beavers was to receive $25 on each $x) 
paid by the Government to the typewriter 
company. 


GEORGE F. HALL DROPS DEAD. 


Heating System Contractor Was About 
sto Ride with Hotel Men. 


George F. Hall, President of the George 
F. Hall Company of 211 Centre Street, heat- 
ing system contractors, died yesterday aft- 
ernoon near the Murray Hill Hotel. Ac- 
companied by Charles Miller of Buffalo and 
L. D. Heusner of Chicago, he was about 
to take a car down town to take part in 
the automobile ride of the Hotel Men's 
Mutual Benefit Association, in which he 
was an honorary member, when he stag- 
gered and was prevented from falling by 
Mr. Heusner. Mr. Hall was carried into 


the hotel, evidently lifeless.

CAB-STAND OWNER SUES 
FRANK WORK FOR $7,128.77 


Says the Horseman Managed 
Stock Deal for Him. 


BECAME FRIENDS AT “DEL’S” 


Hebron Has His Stand There—Suit 
Against Work for Cab Fares 
Is Pending. 


An action has been begun in the Supreme 
Court by James Hebron, owner of a cab 
stand, against Frank Work, the horseman, 
for the recovery of $7,128.77, which Hebron 
Says is due him in a stock deal. 

When the case was called for trial yes- 
terday by Justice Levintritt, John Dele- 
hunty, Hebron’s lawyer, asked for an ad- 
journment, saying he was not prepared to 
go on. J. Henry Work, nephew of the 
defendant, who, with Henry B. Closson of 
the law firm of Parsons, Closson & Mcll- 
vane, is appearing for Mr, Work, was will- 
ing to have the case adjourned if Hebron’s 
attorney would agree to the stipulation 
that Mr. be nee testimony should be taken 
at Mr. Work’s home, 13 East Twenty-sixth 
Street, as Mr. Work was feeble, being over 
eighty years old, Mr. Delehunty refused to 
agree to this, declaring that he had been 
treated shabbily by Work in a similar mat- 
ter, when he sued Work to recover a bill 
for cab hire. 

In the cab-hire suit, the lawyer said, He- 
bron had agreed that testimony be taken 
at the Work residence, but Mr. Work had 
treated him unfairly after he entered into 
this agreement. The lawyer said that in- 
asmuch as Mr. Work was able to walk to 
Delmonico’s twice a day for his meals, he 
was not too feeble to walk to court, 

The plaintiff, Hebron, has had the cab 
stand privilege at Delmonico’s for more 
than thirty years. According to his story, 
he has carried Mr. Work in his cabs fre- 
quently during that time, and he became 
so friendly with Mr. Work that they were 
in the habit of discussing politics and 
stocks at Delmonico’s. Hebron says he has 
speculated in stocks since 1885, first doing 
business through the firm of Work, Strong 
& Co., of which Mr. Work was a member, 
and later through the firm of Strong, Stur- 
gis & Co., to which Mr. Work now bélongs. 

He frequently gave Mr. Work orders to 
buy and sell stocks and bonds, he says, and 
on Aug. 10, 1897, at his request, Mr. Work 
purchased for him 200 shares of the Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louig 
Railroad. Mr. Work never called upon him 
for margins, he says, nor informed him 
that he had disposed of these shares of 
stock. On July 31 last he demanded his 
stock, tendering in payment his check, 
which, he says, Mr. Work refused to ac- 
cept, at the same time declining to deliver 
the stock. 

After deducting interest and commissions 
amounting to $3,746.23, Hebron maintains 
that there is now due him a balance of 
$7,128.77, as the stock he directed Work to 


purchase has increased greatly in value. 
He says Mr. Work offered to settle the cab 
bill by paying over $5,000, but this was re- 
fused, as the cab hire had not been paid 
for seven years, and was much more than 
$5,000. The cab suit is now before a ref- 


eres, 
After considerable argument the trial of 
the case was set down for June 15. 


SAY PRISONER'S A FORGER, 


Police Declare W. H. Warren Is Last of 
a Gang of Check Swindlers. 


With the arrest of William H. Warren, 
alias Thomas F. Kennedy, yesterday after- 
noon, the police and the Pinkertons be- 
lieve they have rounded up the last of the 
so-called ‘‘ Knox-Whiteman ’’ band of forg- 
ers, who, from counterfeiting trade labels, 
are alleged to have turned to forging bank 
paper. They are believed to have ob- 
tained more than $20,000 from various 


banks. 

Warren was captured while walking 
through Trinity Place by Assistant Super- 
intendent Dougherty of the Pinkerton Na- 
tional Detective Agency and Detective 
Sergt. Joseph Wollbridge of Police Head- 
quarters. He is forty-seven years old, has 
been known as a promoter, and has a 


family at 428 West Fifty-seventh Street, 
according to his captors. 

He is charged with having deposited in 
the German American Bank of Buffalo, to 
which he was introduced by a responsible 
depositor, on Oct. 1 last a draft issued by 
the German American Bank of Sydney, 
Ohio, upon the Importers and Traders’ 
National Bank of this city, which had 
been raised from $10 to $10,000, and it is 
alleged that he drew $800 against it before 
it came back. 

Warren, or Kennedy, before Magistrate 
Ommen, in the Tombs Court, was con- 
fronted by two officers of the Buffalo 
Bank. He said he would make no fight 
against goin to Buffalo, and was re- 
manded for the journey. 

Robert J. Knox, actual forger of the

Prison at Michigan City. B. Gordon 
has also been arrested in Portland.

GYANG-TSE, June _ 8.—Intelligence 
reaches us that the whole progress of the 
present expediticn is grotesquely misrep- 
resented at Lhasa. 

Reports of the capture of several mem- 
bers of the British mission and of a Rus- 
sian landing at Calcutta are apparently 
implicitly believed at the Tibetan cap- 
ital. 


Gheomang Lobzang, also known by his 
Russian name of Dorjieff, is, according to 
recent letters from members of the British 


expedition to Tibet, making desperate ef- 
forts to induce the Tibetans to oppose the 
British by promisimg that the Russians will 
march to their assistance. 

Derjieff, who is a Mongolian Buriat, is 
the aster of the Mint and Arsenal and 
Treasurer of the Kingdom, He has made 
two journeys to St. Petersburg, and is the 
leader of the pro-Russian faction at 
Lhasa. His position is now said to be a 
very perilous one, as the natives are wait- 
ing for his promises of Russian aid to ma- 
terialize.

LONDON, June 9.—The correspondence 
relating to the administration of the Congo 
Free State was issued last evening. 

Lord Lansdowne, in acknowledging the 
Congo Government's reply to the grave 
charges made by Roger Casement, the 
British Consul in the Congo State, says 
the names of persons, with places and 
dates, were suppressed in the publication 
of Mr. Casement’s report because such 
particulars would have been accessible to 
officials in the Congo, who would have 
been able to exercise pressure on the wit- 
nesses. Lord Lansdowne mentions one in- 
stance in which certain witnesses have al- 
ready disappeared.

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THE ROD IN RUSSIA. | 


——— 


A Teacher Who Found Love a Substi- 
tute for Spanking. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The discussion regarding corporal pun- 
ishment ef children now going on in your 
paper is especially interesting to a Russian, 
a “‘semi-barbarian,”’ and as such I hope I 
will be permitted to add my mite to this 
pertinent subject. 

The question agitated pedagogical minds 
in Russia some thirty years ago. For- 
tunately, the ‘‘new school’ won the vic- 
tory, the roa was abolished, and to-day 
there is hardly a teacher in Russia who 
would have th- hardihood to speak in favor 
of corporal punishment, unless he be a tool 
ef Russian despotism, to which integrity, 
the spirit of independence, and self-respect 
are dangerous qualities—qualities which the 


rod mortifies. 

The principal of a school which I at- 
tended in my boyhood had abolished cor- 
poral punishment on his own hook, and, 
although he remained in this school. for 
forty-eight years, he never found occasion 
to regret his liberality. And it will perhaps 
be of some benefit'to the American teachers 
who are clamoring for the rod to learn that 
the greater number of his pupils were 
**untractable "’ children, ‘‘ miscreants "’ 
who had been expelled from other schools. 

To show how he reformed these mischiev- 
ous hoys and girls, I will relate only one 
instanee. <A rich man’s son, about nine 
years old, was brought into our class, and 
the father frankly told the principal that 
his boy had been expelled from five other 
schools. After the father had left the room 
the principa! stepped toward the boy and 
shook his hahd, presenting him with a 
fancy glete- pencil. Johnny looked defiantly 
at the principal, threw the pencil on the 
floor, and said sneeringly: “I can, buy 
them by the thousands.” 

The principal smiled lovingly, seated him- 
self near the little millionaire, and began 
to tell the boy that he was laboring under 
false notions if he thought that the teachers 
of the school would accept his declaration 
of war. ‘You are among brothers and 
sisters here, my little friend, who know 
that you have been abused by people who 
were stronger than you. We do not believe 
that ‘might makes right.’ You have as 
much right to whip me as I have to whip 
you. It is simply a matter of brute force, 
and force is not conducive to friendship.”’ 
In this strair the principal talked till 
o'clock, when the boy started to weep, 
the outstretched hands of the 

When the teacher turned to us 
and sul@. “ We have had no exercises, my 
dear children but the time has not been 
spent in vain—we have saved a maltreated 
little soul, and gained a friend and brother. 
I hope all of you will learn to love him.” 
We did learn to love him, for he was 
always the first in the class, and the most 
louvable-companion. But the father now 
surely wishes that he had remained the 
‘“‘mischievous boy,’’ for the ‘ reformed 
son '’’ now languishes in the Siberian prisons 
for his high aspirations and his love for 
suffering humanity in Russia. 

Let me relate another instance’to “‘ An 
Oid-fashioned Pastor and Educator,’’ whose 
“clothes have been ruined by decayed veg- 
etablcs,"” &c., by the ‘* miscreants,”’ A 
year or sa age a Sunday school class in 
Chicago, boys and girls from twelve to six- 
teen years of age, drenched their teacher 
with water and chased him out of the 
schoolroom. He was a man at the age of 
fifty. I had been lecturing before a Ger- 
man society on the raising of children, re- 
pudiating all serts of punishment, and even 
reprimands. After the ‘ miscreants”’ had 
thus got rid of their dignified teacher the 
board called upon me, asking me to teach 
the class, and thus prove my theories in 
practice. I accepted the challenge. 

There were forty-two ‘‘ miscreants” in 
the class. The first Sunday I told those 
good little souls all about my views regard- 
ing the relationships between parents and 
teachers and the children. They listened 
attentively, anc I had no chance to witness 
any wickedness in them during the year, 
and the purents, as well as my colleagues 
of the other classes, insisted. that I had 
performed ‘‘a miracle” without a rod and 


without ary strictness. Instead of being 

thrown out, beth the children and f wept 

when cireumstances compelled me to de-

Country Club Defeats Rockaway 
in Well Played Game. 


COOLEY A SURE GOAL HITTER 


Conclin Plays for First Time This Year 
—Waterbury’s Fast Riding 
Aids the Victors. 


Westchester, although handicapped one 
goal less than the team of the Rockaway 
Hunting Club that played on the West- 
chester Country Club’s field yesterday, 
won a splendidly contested game of polo 
by the score of 9% goals to 5%. The game 
closed the Westchester polo tournament, 
being for the Westchester Cups, and par- 
ticular interest centred in the match oe- 
cause it was the first game in which J. 
E. Cowdin, one of Rockaway’s veteran and 
star players, has appeared this year. J. M.

C.’S REGATTA PLANS. 
Excellent Prizes Offered for the Races 


in Lower Bay. 


There is considerable speculation among 
local yachtsmen as to whether the fifty- 
eighth annual regatta of the New York 
Yacht Club, to be held on the lower bay 
next Thursday, will attract enough. en- 
tries to allow it to be held, or will have 
to be abandoned for lack of starters, as 
was the case last year. Ample induce- 
ments are offered by the club in the way 
of prizes, a valuable cup being given as a 
first prize tin each class if two or more 
yachts start, and another as a second 
prize in case four or more start. Similar 
cups of two-thirds the value are offered in 
each class for yachts in cruising trim, 
and in addition.the Bennett Regatta Cups, 
first given by Commodore James Gordon 
Bennett, Jr., in 1871, are offered as special 
prizes, one for schooners and one for sin- 
gle-masted vessels and yawls. Yet in spite 
of this array of, prizes not enough entries 
were obtained last year to allow the re- 
gatta to be held, and should a similar re- 
sult occur this year a grave problem will 
eonfront the Regatta Committee of the 
club. 

Two principal reasons are assigned for 
the falling off in interest in the once great- 
est regatta of the year—the growth of 
yachting activity along Long Island Sound, 
which has resulted in attracting racing 
yachtsmen generally to the clubs upon that 
stretch of water, and the great popularity 
of the small classes, in which most of the 
racing now occurs. Some of these classes 
are for boats of only 14 feet in length, and 


most of them are under 30 feet. The New 
York Yacht Club regatta classification con- 
tains 11 classes over 40 feet and but one 
of that length or under. The increasing 
popularity of power yachting is also 
thought to have an effect in reducing the 


number of large sailing yachts in racing ° 


trim. 

For the regatta next week the classifi- 
cation is as follows: 

Schooners.—Class A, all over 90 foot rating 
measurement; Class B, not over 90 foot and over 
75 foot rating measurement; Class C, not over 75 
foot and over 64 foot rating measurement; Class 
D, not over 64 foot and over 55 foot rating meas- 
urement; Class E, not over 55, foot rating meas- 
urement, 

Single-Masted Vessels and Yawls.—Class F, all 
over 100 foot rating measurement; Class G, not 
over 100 foot and over 82 foot rating measure- 
ment; Class H, not over 82 foot and over 68 foot 
rating measurement; Class I, not over 68 foot 
Class J, 
not over 57 foot and over 48 foot rating meas- 
urement; Class K, not over 48 foot and over 40 
foot rdting measurement; Class L, not over 40 
foot rating measurement. 

The course for all, except Classes J, K, and 
L, will be from a start across an imaginary line 
drawn from buoy No. 13 to the judges’ boat, 
anchored east of it about two cables’ length; 
thence to buoy No. 12, near Southwest Spit, (red 
nun with perch and ball,) passing to the west 
and south of it; thence south of buoy No. 10 
(red nun) and north of bell buoy off the point of 
Sandy Hook to Sandy Hook Lightship, turning 
from the north and east, and returning over the 
same course. Classes J, K, and L will sail to 
Scotland Lightship instead of to Sandy Hook 
Lightship. 

Yachts in cruising trim must have at least 
one anchor on the bow with cable bent; cruising 
complement of boats carried; cruising deck, 
cabin, and galley fittings and fixtures in place; 
topsails extending above the truck, or beyond the 
end of the gaff, barred.

This morning thera seemed to be. little life in 
the crews on account of the hard row of last 
evening, and they were not worked hard. On a 
mile row down the river the ’Varsity boat was 
unsteady, and Coach Colsen seemed discouraged, 
but was more pleased with the work of the men 
to-night. The new Davy shell of the four-oared 
crew Was used this morning for the first time 
and proved catisfactory. 


The Yale crew squads comprising the ’Var- 
sity, freshmen, ‘Varsity four-oared, and fresh- 
men four-oared crews, reached their quarters -on 
the Thames River this afternoon at 4:30 o’clock, 
and in less than a ,-... were on the river for 
their first spin of the year at this place. All 
the men seemed to be in good condition, and 
showed up well during the time they were row- 
ing. The ’Varsity rowed three miles down the 
river at a fairly good clip, using a 23 and 24 
stroke. Coming baek the ’Varsity rowed be- 
tween 28 and 30 strokes to the minute. For 
the most part the work of the men was good, 
and the boat was steadier than it had been 
in the trials in New Haven. With the exception 
of a. short brush between the 'Varsity and fresh- 
men there were no races, The ‘Varsity rowed 
as follows: 

Stroke, Whitney; 7, Cross, 6, Whittier; 5, Mil- 
ler; 4, Scott; 3, Morse; 2, Daly; bow, Weeks. 

To-morrow morning there will probably be 
light work, and late in the afternoon the/first 
real test of the oarsmen will be made in several 
trial races.

CHRYSITIS TOOK THE STAKES 


Pierre Lorillard’s Filly Just Beat Czara- 
phine in a Fighting Finish 
for the Clover. 


A single surprise was produced in the six 
Traces at the Gravesend track yesterday, and 
even when that unexpected happening broke 
through the expectations of the form fol- 
lowers the post favorite was so close that 
bookmakers shuddered in apprehension be- 
fore the numbers announcing the order of 
the finish was displayed. 

In every other race of the day the form 
followers bet with such precision as to 
make cashiers “work overtime paying off 
winning “wagers. This, too, was with the 
racing over a muddy and heavy track, such 
as the bookmakers in times gone by count- 
ed on to upset form and beat the popular 
favorites. 

The day’s results averaged up with those 
of earlier days of the meeting, four post 
favorites and one of three nearly equal 
chotes im the fifth race, proving successful. 
The slip which saved the day for the ring 
came in the opening race when, by some 
remarkable. oversight, P. J. Gorman’s horse 
Bardolph, ridden by W. Hennessy, was £0 
completély overlooked that though he was 
recently a winner in fair company, he went 
back’ in the betting from an opening price 
of 12 to 1 until at post time 50 to 1 was laid 
against him. Just where it came from ho 
one knew, but it was whispered that Bar- 
dolph ** would not do,”’ and the bookmakers 
could not get him backed at any price. 
Ascension in the meantime was made an 
edds on favorite, and whengfter Ascension 
and Bardolph had raced together in front 
2 the distance and Bardolph won by u 
neck after a smart finish, the ring. was as 
jubilant as the regulars were regretful. The 
backers were awake after that, however, 
and the sorrow was on the side of the 
layers for the remainder of the afternoon, 
for the nearest that the betting crowd came 
to error was over the rare for the Clover 
Stakes, five: furlongs for fillies two years, 
the fourth race on the card. 

Then Incantation, Czaraphine, and Chry- 
sitis were selected out of the eleven that 
ran and carried practically: all the money 
bet, Incantation starting a slight. favorite 
over the other two, which were about equal 
second choices.

The 
race’ was run with Czaraphine out in front 
most of the distance, she breaking out of 
the crowd at the lifting of the barrier and 
making the running until almost on the 
post. In the heavy going the weight on 
Czaraphine told at the end, but even she 
might have won had Lyne, who rode her, 
made his call on her a trifle sooner. Lyne 
waited with the Paget filly until Chrysitis 
was close beside him, however, and when 
he did go to the whip Chrysitis already had 
got up, and they were on the post. Chry- 
sitis then won ridden out by a neck. 

In the mile and a furlong handicap §S. S. 
Brown's three-year-old filly Audience, post 
favorite at even money, closed from behind 
after a lot of riding on the back stretch, 
and once in front won in a romp, while 
Andy Williams barely managed to get the 
place. Gilpin, at odds on, in the second 
event, and Stuyve, also at odds on, in the 
fifth ‘race, each won with ease after mak- 
ing most of the running. 

A damp fog settled down just before the 
last race was run, and while a light mist 
fell. the race was decided.. Memphis led in 
the early stage of the race, and then the 
horses disappeared into the fog bank on the 
back stretch, to reappear close on the post 
with the favorite, Brooklynite, cantering in 
front and winning easily.

JAPAN AND THE PHILIPPINES. 

“Do you think we ought to take the

?nis sentiment of the American-Irish 
phil@sopher seems to find an echo in the 
thind of the correspondent who writes us 
a8 to the discussion in St. Petersburg of 
the notion that the United States is con- 
Sidering the cession of the islands to 
Japan, a scheme with which he has de- 
cided sympathy and for which he sub- 
mits some very pluusible reasons in an 
interesting and picturesque manner. Un- 
atiestionably it is a proposition suitable 
t} the season of the year and as serious 
@s most of the topics agitated in the 
daily press. It has two possibilities that 
any American can contemplate with 
courtesy, if hot with favor. One is relief 
from the expense and vexation attending 
the administration of the islands and the 
other is the securing of free intercourse 
im trade with the Orient as far as the 
authority and influence of Japan ex- 
tend. But if the matter were really to 
be submitted to the American people for 
decision We are inclined strongly to think 
that the decision would be adverse, first, 
because there is very slight definite in- 
tefest in Oriental trade, and, second, be- 
Cause the pride of the people would be 
offended at the idea of giving up any 
task they had undertaken, and, espe- 
cially, in giving it into the hands of a 
race so recently admitted to the family of 
great nations. 

The American people had little to do 
with taking the islands in the first in- 
stance, They never actually felt that 
there was any chance to refuse them. Ac- 
quisition seemed the logical and inevita- 
ble Consequence of the capture of Ma- 
nila and the defeat of Spain. It was a 
part of the fortunes of war, and was so 
accepted. But having been accepted, the 
United States having for the first time 
ih its history assumed the management 
of distant possessions, a task that has 
fallen to the lot of every great Power of 
Burope, the people of the United States, 
would, We are sure, shrink from shuf- 
fling the task upon other shoulders. It 
would seem to them a confession of 
Weakness and, worse, of timidity, which 
an indomitable instinct would prevent 
them from making. They got the Philip- 
pines through the will of fate—“ or,” as 
Lord Sauissury once put it, “of Provi- 
@erce, if you prefer that term ”’—and 
they will accept the task of keeping and 
aditministering them as the decree of 
Fate, of Providence. 

ROME, BOLOGNA, AND PARIS. 

The “ Svampa incident” is attracting 
Much attention in Italy, and indeed all 
over Europe. The King of Italy happen- 
fag to be in Bologna, Cardinal Svampa, 
the Archbishop, paid him an official visit, 
and, among other attentions, caused the 
“Royal March,” the Italian national air, 
to be performed in his honor. Consider- 
ing that Vicrok EMMANUEL is ex officio 
excommunicated, it is impossible to over- 
look the significance of the incident. It 
is as if the leading Frenchmen of Stras- 
bourg should wait upon the German 
Kaiser, when he visited that town, with 
a “humble address” setting forth their 
wish that bygones should be bygones, 
@nd their entire contentment with the ex- 
isting situation. Nay, the Italian excuse 
ig stronger, since the proceedings at Bo- 
Jogna had the official character which 
no French demonstration in “ the Reichs- 
Innd ” could possibly possess. 

The significance of the incident is 
héightened by the fact that the Pope, 
who might readily have disavowed the 
action of the Archbishop, hastened to 
avow the responsibility for it and to 
make it his own. The King came to Bo- 
logna, and the Pope’s agent received him 
not with bell, book, and candle and the 
other apparatus of excommunication, but 
with all the honors, and even had played 
for him his own tune, which is as far as 
possible from being “Gregorian.” And, 
to appreciate the Papal attitude, it is 
‘necessary to recall that Bologna is not 
upon the footing of an ordinary Italian 


4 ity. It once formed part of the domin- 


ions of the Pope, and the King’s appear- 
ante in it, except as a tourist or an in- 
vited guest, is, according to what we 
have learned to regard as the Pontifical 
View, & mixture of trespass and sacrilege. 
’ All this would be strange and striking 
enough in itself. In its contrast with the 
course of Papal procedure since the es- 
tablighment of the capital of United Italy 
@t Rome it would seem to denote a 


change of the policy of the Vatican, look- 
ing to the establishment of better rela- 
tions between itself and the Quirinal. 
Such a movement must seem desirable 
to most good Italians and to all good 
Catholics, so soon as the head of the 
Church gives them warrant for that state 
of feeling. But it becomes stranger and 
more striking still by contrast with the 
action of the Vatican in the matter 
which has just seandalized Europe, the 
matter of the visit of the President of 
the French Republic to the King of Italy. 
The Pope might have disavowed his Sec- 
retary, the fanatical Ultramontane MER- 
RY DEL VAL, in that case, just as he 
might have disavowed the Archbishop of 
Bologna in the other. But he assumes 
the responsibility for both. Thus he 
seems to place himself in the curious at- 
titude of demanding of M. LousBert that 
he shall strike from his visiting list the 
name of the King of Italy, although it 
has been restored to the Pope’s own list. 
This is a distinct demand that the Presi- 
dent of the French Republic shall be 
more Catholic than the Pope. No won- 
der that the blank amazement of Europe 
over the wanton insult to France is suc- 
ceeded by bewilderment when the Pope 
delights to honor a potentate whom he 
orders the French Republic to “ cut.” 


STOOP-LINE STANDS. 

As intimately related to the subject 
discussed at some length in these col- 
umns in our issue of yesterday, the push- 
cart and peddler evil; we invite the atten- 
tion of the Mayor to the conspicuous 
propriety and advantage of restricting 
by the discreet use of his veto power the 
self-conferred mght of the Board of Al- 
dermen to grant by resolution permits 
for stands within the stoop line for the 
sale of “fruits or soda water, or both.” 
Such permits, instead of conferring upon 
the recipient the rights they appear to 
convey, merely legalize a traffic in stand 
privileges from which the owners or ten- 
ants of buildings, or stores, derive con- 
siderable reverues, and to swell these 
authorize the stand merchants to occupy 
as much of the sidewalk as may suit 
them. Under these “fruit or soda wa- 
ter”’ permits is carried on an extensive 
traffic in wilted vegetables, pickles, 
chowchow, olives, mustard preparations, 
and so forth. This stuff is sold from 
wooden pails and open casks and barrels, 
often spread over half the sidewalk in 
the dust, and almost in the mud of the 
street, reeking with pathogenic germs 
and swarming with microbe life. The re- 
serve stock is usually kept along the 
curb line or in the gutter. The only rea- 
son any sidewalk space is left open for 
pedestrians is that it is “good for the 
business ” to permit people to pass along 
slowly and in single file. 

The stoop line is not a boundary within 
which the owner or tenant has proprie- 
tary rights. He has at most an easement 
therein to faciliitate ingress and egress 
and permit him to economize stair space 
within the wails of his building. The 
street is from building line to building 
line; the Board of Aldermen has no right 
to confer the exclusive right of use and 
occupation of any part of the public 
street for merchandizing purposes, and 
the Mayor would do well to avail him- 
self of his power to restrain this abuse of 
an assumed function.

THE SCOPE OF LIFE INSURANCE. 

“The Hazard of Inexperience,” the 
title chosen by Mr. JAMES W. ALEXAN- 
DER for his lecture before the students of 
the Yale University course of insurance, 
was happy, since it enabled him to trav- 
erse a wide range of discussion in show- 
ing the great interests to which inexpe- 
rience constituted a special hazard in the 
* business,”’ or the “cause,” of insur- 
ance. 

The distinction between the two terms 
ie not fanciful. Conceived as the Presi- 
dent of the Equitable puts it, the task of 
insurance companies is not a business in 
the ordinary meaning of the word; it is 
the discharge of a very extensive and 
difficult trust, the management of the 
contributions of a multitude of persons 
so as to attain the greatest advantage 
with the most nearly perfect security at 
the lowest practicable cost. The fact 
that the advantage sought is not, as a 
rule, directly for the contributors them- 
selves, but for those dependent upon 
them or selected by them, makes the 
fiduciary nature of the task more defi- 
nite and binding. Of “ profits’”’ in the 
usual sense, in rightly conducted mutual 
organizations, there are none; there are 
only the accumulations intended to se- 
cure safety and the continuity which is 
the condition of safety. And it is a pe- 
culiarity of this kind of enterprise that, 
within certain limits, volume of business 


| ig necessary and <ertainty and precision 


of calculation and of management are 
sure, other things being equal, in the 
ratio of vclume of business. 

“The tremendous financial organiza- 
tion” resulting from this underlying 
principle is, as Mr. ALEXANDER justly re- 
marks, “beyond the ordinary gifts of 
the careless observer to comprehend it.” 
He points out that the accumulated funds 
o° the life companies reporting to the 
State of Connecticut at the close of the 
last year were over $2,175,000,000 and 
the insurance in force in these compa- 
nies was over $8,700,000,000. These ac- 
cumulated funds are thirty times as 


great as the capital of the Bank of 
England, seventeen times as great as 
the capital of all the banks in the 
City of New York and_ two-thirds 
larger than the National debt of the 
United States. This vast system, says 
Mr. ALEXANDER, “is simple in its es- 
sence, but intricate in its management.” 
The general principles of it may be un- 
derstood by intelligent men who will un- 
dertake to study them with some care. 
The application of them, the administra- 
tion of the operations they involve, re- 
quire special training and the utmost at- 
tainable experience. Mr. ALEXANDER 
notes that in the company with which he 
is connected four of the principal offi- 
cers began as office boys in its employ 
and worked themselves to the top and 
four others rose from minor positions. 
“There is no school that could take the 
place of experience.” ‘“ The question of 
material,” he adds, “is a different one, 
and I am a firm believer in the ability of 
a college-bred man to distance his com- 
petitors starting on terms otherwise 
equal.” 

When it is remembered that the secret 
of success in life insurance is the ability 
to calculate accurately the effect of 
causes sometimes apparently slight upon 
a very large number of cases and to ad- 
just the causes to the desired effects un- 
der conditions sometimes obscure and 
often extremely complex, it can be un- 
derstood that the demand is imperative 
for both ability.and experience. As Mr. 
ALEXANDER succinctly puts it: 


The shaping and directing of one of the 
large life insurance companies is in many 
respects analogous to the administration 
of a Government, with many complica- 
tions thrown in which are peculiar to itself. 

Such a company, in fact, has dealings 
with all the civilized Governments of the 
world. It has to do with their respective 
laws and usages. It must enter the field 
of finance, and concern itself with eco- 
nomics. Medical science is indissolubly 
connected with the direction of its affairs. 
It commands the highest order of diplom- 
acy and a study of human nature. Lan- 
guages and nationalities, hygiene and san- 
itation, geography and climate, 
ures and courts, commercial usage and 
international comity—these and many other 
departments of knowledge, more or less in- 
tricate, must be studied, if not mastered, 
before the company ig adequately equipped 
to transact a world-wide business in a safe 
and satisfactory manner. The life insur- 
ance officer who has spent ‘his life in the 
adinistration of such a company be- 
comes sufficiently tamiliar with these sub- 
jects to direct its affairs with comparative 
ease, but it would be dangerous for the 
novice to attempt it, and ridiculous for the 
tyro to sit ih judgment upon it, 


RHODES SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The announcement that 120 candidates 
from the United States have passed the 
Oxford examinations for the Rhodes 
scholarships is almost as surprising as it 
is gratifying. It is surprising in view of 
the fact that English classical scholar- 
ship, at least, if not much more widely 
diffused than American, is conducted on 
special lines, upon which presumably the 
examinations have also proceeded. More- 
over, it has been understood that the ex- 
aninations for the Rhodes scholarships 
were purposely made even exceptionally 
“ stiff.” That twice the number of can- 
didates who can receive appointments 
should have been found intellectually eli- 
gible denotes not only an extensive inter- 
est in the project, but also a very exten- 
sive and painstaking preparation. 

But it is to be observed that the pass- 
ing as academically eligible of so many 
candidates by no means denotes that the 
Rhodes scholars will all be chosen from 
the successful passers of the examina- 
tion. The other requisites for eligibility 
are by no mcans so easy to formulate or 
to tabulate as the academic requisites. 
The athletic requisite, the social requi- 
site, the requisite of showing some prom- 
ise and potency of being a leader of men, 
which are required of the successful can- 
didate, are still to be considered, Schol- 
arship is not the only requisite, and can 
hardly be said to be the chief one. We 
all know that not many prize scholars, 
especially in this country, are prize win- 
neis in later life. The English view of 
the matter is curiously expressed in a 
recent letter to The London Times. A 
father who expected to send his son to 
Oriel next year, having taken alarm at 
the flood of talent that was about to 
pour “in upon that seminary under the 
Rhodes bequests, and the hopelessness of 
his son's gaining scholastic distinction in 
so exacting a competition, an Oxford 
Don, not of Oriel, writes to reassure him, 
The Don pcints out that it was by no 
means Mr. RHODEs’s object to furnish 
“spectacled book men,” but rather 
young barbarians all at play, and that, 
if the intention of the founder is carried 
out, the Rhodes scholars will be too busy 
jn the field or on the river to interfere 
seriously with the ambition of a British 
*‘grind.”’ This is at least so far true that 
success in the academic examinations by 
n?) means insures success in obtaining 
one of thé coveted appointments. 


THE 1904 MOSQUITO CROP. 

All early indications point to the fact 
that 1904 will be a * bumper” mosquito 
year. Wherever mosquitos are usually 
found they now abound, and where they 
usually abound they would already be 
intolerable if it were not mecessary that 
those who cannot escape them shall tol- 
erate them. In many of the suburban 
neighborhoods where our business men 
have homes, not much trouble is usually 
experienced from mosquitos thus early 
in the season, and it is ordinarily possi- 
ble to occupy porches in the evening 
through all of June and most of July 
with no great inconvenience. This year 
the suburbanite who has not had the 
foresight to provide himself with a 
‘““mosquite cage” in which to stifle and 
gasp for a breath of air filtered through 
the dusty meshes of wire cloth must lit- 
erally fight for his life. If the weather 
conditions continue favorable, the Au- 
tumn mosquito crop’ will break the rec- 
ord. Of course, they are now more abun-

dant in some places than in others, but: 
we do not conceive it a public duty to 
aid in depressing real estate values by 
saying where they most abound. After 
all, so far as mosquitos are concerned, 
there is very little difference between 
many and more. The wise man, if free 
oi foot, would flee from a few if any one 
would tell him where there are fewer, or, 
better still, none. 

To follow the luminous method of the 
Department of Agriculture in its harvest 
forecasts: The present condition of the 
growing mosquito crop is 250. Along the 
Atlantic seaboard the ring-legged culex 
taeniorhynchus is showing an increased 
yield to the acre over the average of the 
past ten years. In all parts of the coun- 
try the culex pungens is ripening un- 
usually early. In the northern belt 
the culex impiger is reported in splen- 
did condition, and the demands of home 
consumption will be fully met, with a 
surplus for export. The culex solicitans 
is everywhere doing well, requiring no 
cultivation. The anopheles in its sev- 
eral varicties—maculipennis, punctipen- 
nis, quadrimaculatus, and crucians— 
shows a condition far above what may 
be called the normal average. The same 
is true of the stegomyia fasciata and its 
congeners, The list is too long to follow, 
and the names are not exactly amusing. 
Perhaps it is enough to say that every 
recognized variety of mosquito is “ out 
for blood” in droves, and that between 
this and frost some thousands of square 
miles of otherwise very desirable real 
estate will be cursed by their presence 
beyond anything in recent experience. 

This is calamitous, of course, but from 
one point of view it is perhaps a blessing 
in disguise. Something scarcely endura- 
ble in the way of a mosquito plague is 
needed to make the average man under- 
stand that much patient study, investi- 
gation, and experimentation have estab- 
lished the fact that the mosquito may be 
controlled and ultimately exterminated; 
that he is born and bred very near the 
scene of his sanguinary activities; that 
his presence in a neighborhood is evi- 
dence of iocal negligence and indiffer- 
ence; that he is the most efficient and 
perhaps the sole agent of so-called ma- 
laria inoculation; and that the cost of 
eliminating him is as nothing to the 
value of the benefits it would confer 
upon suffering humanity and depressed 
real estate. Dependence does not need to 
be placed upon quacks and empirics in 
accomplishing these results. Eminent en- 
tcmologists have placed their knowledge 
in inexpensive books at the disposal of 
all for whom it has interest, and the 
methods by which neighborhoods may be 
redeemed are shown to be such as any 
conscientious man of average intelligence 
may follow successfully. He only needs 
to be thorough in the employment of 
very simple measures. If the mosquito 
plague of 1904, from which so much that 
is disagreeable and injurious may now 
be expected, has the result of shocking 
stagnant communities into a realization 
of their duty to themselves and to the 
stranger within their gates, of stimulat- 
ing inefficient Boards of Heaith to well- 
directed action for the safeguarding of 
life and its enjoyment, of inducing lib- 
eral enabling legislation to this end, and 
of making the average man read the lit- 
erature of mosquito extermination as 
practiced here and abroad, it will have 
accomplished lasting good through pres- 
ent suffering. If not, and we harden our 
hearts as did the unidentified Pharaoh 
of the Exodus, heeding not the lesson of 
the plague which is upon us, doubtless a 
worse thing shall befall us—and it will 
serve us, as our kin overseas would say 
in their pure and undefiled idiom, “ jolly 
well right.”’ 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—lIn asking for an appropriation with 
which to provide facilities for cheap surf 
bathing at Coney Island, the President of 
Brooklyn Borough, whether intentionally or 
unintentionally makes little difference, has 
called to what ought to be the city’s deeply 
regretful attention one of the greatest 
among its many sins of omission. ‘It Is 
undeniable,” said Mr. LitTLeTon, “ that 
the character of Coney Island is changing. 
The poor man can do less at the island than 
he could a few years ago. There are now 
provided luxurious &nd expensive forms of 
entertainment, in which the man of moder- 
ate means with a large family cannot in- 
dulge. It is to meet the necessities of that 
class of citizens that the new bathing house 
is pfoposed.” 
and anybody who remembers the island as 
it was thirty, twenty, or even ten years 
ago, knows that the change has not only 
been great, but that its rate has of late 
been steadfly growing faster and faster. 
That it has been for the most part and in 
many ways a change for the better is also 
true. The cheap amusements of the old 
days were sought and found in the midst 
of squalid vice that felt little necessity for 
concealment, and though the enjoyment of 
the multitudes there was always innocent 
enough, it had to be obtained in pretty bad 
company and fh conditions that were not 
shocking to the decent poor simply because 
of an enforced callousness to manifesta- 
tions of depravity. Now the dives are 
gone, for the most part, and in their place 
are gorgeous spectacles and costly enter- 
tainments provided by corporations With a 
lot of capital and a sense of the proprieties 
at least strong enough to keep those pro- 
prieties well guarded from assaults of the 
old-fashioned kind. Just what the moral 
status of Coney Island is now it would be 
rather hard to tell, but drunkenness is be- 
come _a rare spectacle there and robbery is 
no longer an industry with almost official 
recognition, only to be punished when the 
booty is not sufficiently distributed. Ine¢i- 
dentally, as Mr. LITTLETON says, the cost 
of a day or evening at the island has stead- 
ily risen, and now a single visitor spends 
as much in “ seeing the sights’ as half a 
dozen did in the old days. The class that 
once had the island to itself is practically 
excluded by a multiplicity of admission fees 
and a general advance of prices. In other 
words, the pleasures of the poor and of 
those with moderate means have not been 
purified and reformed; they have been part- 
ly abolished and partly restricted, and the 
pleasures offered are for people able and 
willing to pay well for them. Yet the situ- 
ation of Coney Island would have made it 
an ideal place for the exercise of municipal 
wisdom and beneficence. As a seaside park 
for the general public, where the chief ex- 
pense would have been the petty one of 
transportation, it would have been of vast- 
ly greater value than it is now as an enter- 


prise strictly though decently commercial. } 


This fs, indeed, undeniable, °

duty—there. 
not be lost. There are other beaches, less 
convenient, but still not remote, that can 
now be bought for little more than the com- 
parative trifle that all of Coney Island 
would have cost twenty or thirty years ago. 


——Just as we were eager—vainly eager, 
as it turned out—to hear how the women 
who mobbed Miss RoosEVELT and rioted at 
the Roxburghe wedding explained and 
justified their amazing conduct, so now we 
are most curious as to the exact nature of 
the motives that kept a great crowd in 
front of the Elias woman’s home day and 
night for almost a week. There was abso- 
lutely nothing to see except a house that 
had never attracted any popular attention 
before, and yet not only did a street throng 
of the ordinary vacuous sort remain there 
with strange persistency, but nobody passed 
without stopping, no street car went by 
that it did not slow up for all its passen- 
gers to gaze at the uninspiring spectacle, 
and few carriages or automobiles failed to 


contribute their quota of staring eyes and

case over, made the obvious comments, and 
—‘‘rubbered.” The only hope or desire ex- 
pressed was to be there when something 
happened, and apparently it made no dif- 
ference what the something was. The dis- 
play of patience and of leisure was won- 
derful, and neither was unworthy of the 
study of sociologists, philosophers, and 
moralists. And easily first for real interest 
and picturesqueness among the figures in 
the episode is the enigmatic Karo. 
alone relieves the situation with a dignity 
of a sort and a fidelity of a sort; at least, 
he is not quite so squalid as the rest, even 
if he would have been better employed in 
dying on the slope of Nanshan Hill.

JAPAN AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A journal of St. Petersburg devotes itself, 
with every appearance of gravity, to a ru- 
mor which seems to have been spontaneous- 
ly generated in Europe. At least I have 
not heard it in this country. It is that the 
Government of the United States is consid- 
ering the cession of the Philippines to 
Japan. 

Naturally the first reflection of the 
American reader upon seeing this discus- 
sion in the Novoe Vremya will be that the 
Russian press has a singular knack for dis- 
covering mare’s nests. Perhaps his second 
may be that, after all, the arrangement 
suggested may not be intrinsically improb- 
able, and that it is simply upon its lack of 
inherent improbabflity that the rumor has 
been founded. If he be an average Ameri- 
can citizen he will not be very clear in his 
mind either why we took the islands origi- 
nally or why We retain them, except that 
we do not see our way to any disposition of 
them that is either dignified or profitable. 
When we insisted upon having them there 
were two motives at work in the popular 
mind, and presumably, therefore, in the 
minds of the negotiators. One was the feel- 
ing that it would not be decent to turn over 
our “allies,” the insurgents, to the tender 
mercies of Spain, to be punished for their 
assistance to us. Upon this point we have 
received much subsequent illumination. The 
other was a feeling that, if we did not take 
them, they might fall into the hands of pre- 
cisely the last power in the world which, 
at that time, we should have been willing 
to see in possession of them. The tension 
caused by the incidents of our occupation 
of Manila Bay was still unrelaxed. 

If the man in the street were asked to- 
day why we were in the Philippines, his 
answer would probably be that we did not 
see our way to getting out of them. It is 
quite certain that we never should have 
thought of them as a desirable National 
acquisition, nor thought of them at all, if 
they had not, so to speak, “‘ come our way” 
as a sequel to the Spanish war. Having 
them, we are bound to do the best we can 
by them, and also by ourselves, since na- 
tionally we cannot very well go into the 
altruistic business at the public cost. Ad- 
ministratively, thanks first to what an 
English observer describes as that ‘“‘ mor- 
ally magnificent "’ body of men, the officers 
of the United States Army, and secondly to 
the intelligent and successful pains taken 
by President McKinley and Secretary Root 
in selecting civil officers for the islands, we 
have done far better than even the most 
sanguine among us ventured to expect. But 
legislatively, when I consider the proceed- 
ings of Congress with reference to proposals 
so manifestly in our own interest, as well 
as in that of thé islands, as the proposal 
to take down our tariff wall against the 
islands, and to allow the inter-island trade 
to be dene by those who could do it ‘most 
cheaply, instead of resorting to the absurd 
fiction that trade both with and among the 
islands is coasting trade of the United 
States, I fear we must own that we are not 
equipped with the machinery for operating 
eolonies to the best fdvantage. 

In fact, most Americans have been forced 
to the conclusion that there is nothing in 
the islands for us, that we neither need 
them nor éan use them in our business. 
Now, Japan evidently can use them in hers. 
A glance at the esa of Asia shows that. 
Of that long archipelago which fringes the 
Asian Continent, and is properly called 
Asiatic and not Polynesian, Japan already, 
sirtte her acquisition of Formosa, has 
three-quarters of the extent. With the 
Philippines added she would have the 
whole, and her island empire would extend 
almost from the equator to 50 north lati- 
tude. The Philippines, so to say, ‘join 
her, and would provide the most appropri- 
ate field for that expansion which Dr. Asa- 
kawa has so interestingly shown to be ab- 
solutely vital to her. Moreover, it would 
provide for it in the least dangerous or of- 
fensive way, without infringing upon the 
continent of, Asia, / 

Without doubt the statesmen of Tokto 
would be ready enough to make an offer for 
the islands, if they had any reason to be- 
lieve that such an offer would be enter- 
tained, But what have they to offer? 
What “compensation ejsewhere” can 
Japan give us that we care to take? Reim- 


; bursement for our own expénses would 


come to a handsome sum, Over and above 
that, Japan could and doubtless would be 
willing to guarantee the “open door’ 
which ten years ago she freely offered in 
Manchuria, not only in the Philippines, but 
in all the territory in her possession or 
within her ‘sphere of influence.” As our 
only interest in Asia is for a free field and 
no favor for our trade, such a guarantee 
would be a very considerable thing. There 
are many Americans, of whom Tf frankly 
am one, Who believe it would fully justify 
us in parting with the islands in which we 
have found so little pleasure of profit. At

The Colorado Legisiature’s Defiance of 
Law. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

You say in to-day's issue of your paper, 
“To-day’s outburst had its inception in the 
strike of the members of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners when, more than year 
ago, 
eight-hour day.” This is true, but not the 
whole truth. The facts are as follows: 

In 1899 the Colorado State Legislature 
passed an eight-hour law for those work- 
ing in reduction mills, underground mines, 
and in smelting works. The Smelting Trust 
and coal operators fought this in the State 
Supreme Court, and it was declared uncon- 
stitutional, although the United States Su- 
preme Court had approved similar laws 
passed in Utah. Such legislation exists now 
in Kansas, Utah, Montana, Nevada, and 
Arizona, 

In 1902 an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion was submitted to the State of Colora- 
do and received a majority of 46,714 votes— 
an enormous one when you consider the 
total number of voters in that State. Both 
Republicans and Democrats pledged them- 
selves in their platforms to abide by the 
decision of the voters and to make laws 
to enforce the eight-hour law. 

The Legislature adjourned without pass- 
ing such laws, and thus defied the will of 
the people, 

The above in my opinion may have some- 
thing to do with the lawlessness of the 
miners. What about the lawlessness of 
the Legislature? They do not dynamite 
non-union men, true, but they use force of 
another kind to gain their ends.

LQUIS, June 8.—The historic Liberty 
Bell arrived from Philadelphia to-day in re- 
sponse to the petition of 90,000 public school 
children of this city, and will remain in the 
Pennsylvania Building until the close of the 
World’s Fair.

1,000 high school pupils sang ‘‘ Concord,” 
speeches were made by Chairman Henry 
Clay of the Joint Special Committee of 
Councils of Philadelphia, President Fran- 
cis,. Gov. Dockery of Missouri, Mayor 
Weaver of Philadelphia, and Mayor Wells 
of St. Louis, and President George McCurdy 
of the Common Council of Philadelphia 
concluded the exercises. 


VASSAR ENDOWMENT FUND. 


Nearly $30,000 Needed to Insure Rock- 
efeller Gift of $200,000. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 8.—Com- 
mencement exercises at Vassar were held 
to-day in the new chapel in the presence of 
a large number of students and their friends. 
This was the largest class ever graduated 
from Vassar, numbering 176. 

President James M. Taylor conferred the 
baccalaureate degree on graduates and the 
second degree in arts on two candidates of 
the class of 19038. 

Dr. Taylor announced that the total sub- 
seriptions to the endowment fund amount 
to $171,834. John D. Rockefeller having of- 
fered to double all contributions to this

Dr. Taylor stated that Mr. Rock- 
efeller would not be requested to extend

Washington May Learn at Last Which 
One Bit Little Girl.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The Zoo wolf or 
dog case was remanded back to, the District 
Supreme Court to-day for another trial. A 
year ago a girl living near the National 
Zoological Park was bitten by some animal 
which rushed into her mother’s yard, 
dashed upon her, sank its fangs into her 
leg, and then ran off before the victim could 
fairly know what it was that attacked her. 

The community was divided for months 
as to whether it was a wolf, escaped from 
the Zoo, or Admiral Dewey’s fine collie 
Duke. The Admiral denied the dog the 
benefit of a doubt and had it killed. The 
wolf was caught and put back into its cage. 
The girl's mother sued the Superintendent 
of the Zoo, Dr. Frank H. Baker, for dam- 
ages and the loss of her daughter's services, 
anc lost the ease in the District Supreme 
Court. 

She took an appeal, and the higher court 
now holds that it should have been shown 
in the pleadings that the Zoo authorities 
were negligent in allowing the wolf to es- 
cape from captivity, and so put the girl’s 
life in jeopardy. 

The decision declares that Dr. Baker is 
obliged to receive any and all animals sent 
to him by direction of the Regents of the 
Smithsonian Institution, who have control 
of the park, and therefore the law will not 
hold him responsible for injury inflicted by 
the animals unless negligence on his part 
is shown, 


PAINTED DUCKS’ HEADS. 


Then Sold Them to Broadway Hotels at 
Fancy Prices. 


Landlords of the big hotels in the Tender- 
loin section of Broadway will look askance 
hereafter at nice-looking old farmers who 
come to sell them at fair prices choice 
products of “ the old place.’’ One of these 
is being sought by the police. 

He first appeared about a week ago, say- 
ing he came from New Jersey—and he 
looked the part, with broad-brimmed hat, 
top boots, and grizzled chin whisker. He 
sold asparagus, which proved to be just a 
little inferior to that buyable in the poorer 
markets, and followed it up within a day 
or two by offering some “genuine red- 
head ducks,” which he said he had raised.

BOYS’ WAGES $15 A YEAR. 


Chicago Inspector Finds Fruit Men Hold 
Greeks in Practical Slavery.

CHICAGO, June 8&—That Greek boys 
under fourteen years of age are being 
kept in a state of practical slavery by 
Chicago fruit and cigar firms is the start- 
ling discovery made by agents of State Fac- 

tory Inspector Davies. 

A crusade has been begun by the In- 
spector against numerous Greek fruit 
stores in the duwn-town disffict. Suit has 
been brought against the Chicago Fruit 
House Company, 159 Adams Street, for 
working two boys eighteen hours a day. 
Six other similar suits were begun to-day. 

Mr, Davies said: *‘ After working eighteen 
or more hours a day for one year, many 
of these Greck boys receive only $15 for 
their year’s work. Do you wonder that 
they turn out thieves? That is why we are 
after the employers.”’ 


BOYS AVERT EXPRESS WRECK. 


Flag Pittsfield Flier with a Sweater— 
Get $17 Reward. 


GREAT BARRINGTON, Mass., June 8,— 
The wrecking of the Pittsfield-New York 
express with the almost ‘certainty of a 
great loss of life was barely averted to- 
night by the presence of mind of Raymond 
Perbizet and Stephen McCue, two young 
boys of this town. 

The train was flagged by the boys when 
it was within less than its own length of 
a washout. 

An unusually severe rainstorm to-day had 
undermined the tracks of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad on the 
outskirts of the town and carried away 
25 feet of the roadbed. 

The dangerous spot was discovered by the 
boys shortly before the express from Pitts- 
field for New York was due at this station. 
Realizing that an accident was inevitable 
unless the train could be stopped, the boys 
ran to their homes near by and procuring 
2 rod colored sweater, returned to the track 
and succeeded in auracting the attention of 
the enrineer, who brought his locomotive 
to a standstill within a few yards of the 
washout. The train was well filled, most 
of the passengers being for New York. 

The boys were rewarded by a purse of $17, 
made up by the passengers. 


DISMISS POSTAL INDICTMENT. 


Harrison J. Barrett Free to Continue 
Practice in Department.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—District Attor- 
ney Beach went before Justice Gould of the 
District Supreme Court this afternoon and 
entered a nolle prosequi in the case of Har- 
rison J. Barrett, nephew of Judge Tyner, 
ex-Assistant Attorney General for the Post 
Office Department. 

Barrett was indicted jointly with Judge 
Tyner for conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
ernment, and after a long and dramatic 
trial both were acquitted. 

The facts underlying the indictment which 
was to-day quashed involved a contract 
made between Barrett and George Morgan, 
President of the Continental Security and 
Redemption Company of Alabama, by 
which Barrett agreed to get certain pro- 
tecting decisions from Judge Tyner so that 
Morgan’s company might go on with its 
business, which came under the ‘get-rich- 
quick ”’ class. 

Barrett now stands free of all charges in- 
volving his conduct either as an official or 
as an attorney before the Post Office De- 
sartment. He is even free to go on with 

is practice before the department if he 
chooses to do so. 


MENGES’S SUIT ON. 


He Wants $1,000,000 from Gen. Fitzger- 
ald for Railroad Information. 


An action for the recovery of $1,000,000 al- 
leged to be due him was breught to trial 
yesterday afternoon in Part VI. of the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, before Justice Spen- 
cer and a jury, by Morris C. Menges against 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald. Among those inter- 
ested in the proceeding who were in court 
yesterday was George J. Gould, who fol- 
lowed the evidence with unabating interest. 

The plaintiff alleges that on Jan. 1, 1901, 
Gen. Fitzgerald entered into an agreement 
with him under which Menges was to fur- 
nish the defendant with certain valuable in- 
formation that would enable him to pur- 
chase the stock of the West Maryland 
Railroad Company and obtain control of the 
same. As a result of this information, Fitz- 
gerald organized a corporation which was 
known as ‘the Fuller Syndicate,’ and did 
obtain control. Although the defendant 
agreed with him, Menges swears, that as 
soon as he obtained full control of the rail- 
road he would pay to him the sum sued 
for, nothing has been paid.

ARRANGING A CELEBRATION 


‘Hard Work to Water-Proof the Subway’s 
Roof—Board to Grant 6th Ave. Tun- 
nel for McAdoo’s Company. 


When the Rapid Transit Commissioners 
hold their regular meeting this afternoon 
an attempt will be made to set a definite 
date for the opening of the subway, and the 
contractors will be called upon to make 
an announcement as to when trains may be 
running. over the line. 

With the throwing open of the Twenty- 
eighth Street station to-day for public in- 
spection the interest of the public will be 
Stimulated, and the Commissioners believe 
that a date for the opening should be set, 
so that arrangements may be made for the 
public celebration that has been planned in 
connection with the affair. 

According to the best information that 
could be obtained yesterday, the trains will 
not be running over the subway lines before 
Oct. 1. Orders have been issued from the 
office of August Belmont, President of the 
Interborough Company, to rush work with 
all possible speed so that the trains may 
be running Sept. 1, if it is physically pos- 
sible, but all of the sub-contractors have 


expressed grave doubts of their ability to 


accomplish this desired end. 
The contract time for the completion of 


the work is Sept. 24, and every energy 
will be bent to have the work finished by 
that time, but Oct. 1 is generally believed 
to be the date on which the public can be 
carried on the road. 

During the last few days the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners, the Mayor, Con- 
tractor McDonald, and President Belmont 
have been trying to decide the date for the 
public celebration, but as yet nothing has 
come of it. The Chamber of Commerce 
committee, headed by George F. Seward 
as Chairman, does not want a celebration 
in September and* yesterday, through Sec- 
retary George Wilson, expressed the belief 
that if the subway is ready for running 
trains in September, the trains should be 
run, but the celebration held off until the 
following month, when people will be back 
in the city from their vacations. This, 
however, is merely a personal view and 
does not find favor with the members of 
the Rapid Transit Commission or the city 
officials generally. 

One of the greatest troubles the sub- 
contractors are having is in waterproofing 
the roof of the subway. The condition of 
lower Elm Street is also causing no end of 
trouble. At the office of Belmont & Co. 
it was said yesterday that no promises 
were being made as to the date of running 
trains, that all sub-contractors were work- 
ing under instructions to have their work 
cleared up by Sept. 1, but that it would not 
be surprising if it were necessary to take 
the limit of time, 24, to get the 
cars running. 

At this afternoon's meeting the Commit- 
tee on Contracts of the board will make a 
report recommending that permission be 
granted to the New York and Jersey Tun- 
nel Compafiy, the William G. McAdoo con- 
cern, to build a subway up Sixth Avenue 
to Thirty-third Street from the present 
point where the Hudson River tunnel of 
this company strikes Manhattan borough, 
at the foot of Christopher Street. 

The terms will be under the usual twenty- 
five year clause, whereas Mr. McAdoo at 
first wanted the franchise in perpetuity, as 
is the case with his franchise to tunnel 
under the river. After long conferences 
the members of the committee agreed with 
Mr. McAdoo on the twenty-five-year fran- 
chise clause, and under these conditions the 
board will in all probability grant the fran- 


to Sept. 


chise. 

Contrary to expectations, no report will be 
made to-day on the application of the New 
York Connecting Railway, the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad adjunct, for the right to 
establish a connection between Bay Ridge 
and Mott Haven, by way of Astoria, Long 
Island City, and Randall's Island.

Wall Street enjoyed a free art exhibi- 
tion yesterday when the scaffolding was 
removed from the facade of the Stock Ex- 
change building sufficiently to permit a 
free and unobstructed view of the group 
of statuary which has been put in place 
over the main Broad §treet entrance. This

The two male figures in the left-hand cor-

BIONDI VOICES SCORN 
FOR AMERICAN ARTISTS 


Calls Them Wall Builders and Can- 
vas Daubers. 


SAYS THERE IS AN ART TRUST 


Italian Who Made Unexhibited Bronze 
Group Calis Our Residences Ephe- 
meral and Public Buildings 
Pitiable. 


In to-day’s issue of L’Araldo Italiano 
commemorating the tenth anniversary of 
the foundation of the Italian newspa- 
per, Ernesto Biondi, the Italian sculptor, 
whose bronze group, ‘“ Saturnalia,” was 
classed as immoral by the Trustees of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, contributes 
a long article on “ American Sculptors and 
Painters.’’ He calls them, with few ex- 
ceptions, “builders of statues and walls, 
canvas daubers, house builders, architects, 
and.all of them business men, and nothing 
but business men.”’ 

“One day,” writes Mr. Biondi, according 

to a translation of the article, ‘‘ they came 
to the conclusion that, as nobody but the 
Standard Oil Company could sell oil, no- 
body but Armour and Havemeyer could 
sell meat and sugar, and nobody but the 
United States Steel corporation could sell 
steel, they had better organize an Art 
Trust. In this way came into existence 
the League of American Architects, the 
National Sculpture Society, and the Society 
of American Painters and Decorators. 
_ “But not all of them who have paid $50 
or $60 admission can obtain work. There 
is a trust in a trust, and only a few, the 
five or six who enjoy the protection of the 
cities and Government, will obtain the 
contracts worth thousands of dollars, and 
the younger members, the true artists— 
well, they resemble Lazarus under the 
table of Dives, and must be satisfied if 
they can find work at so much per yard 
or so much per piece.”’ 

Signor Biondi says that the ideal type 
of artist is not to be found in America, 
and not in large numbers even in Europe. 
The ideal artist, he says, is ‘an idealist. 
continues Mr. Biondi, “ like 
an irate goddess, is taking her revenge 
against the profanators, and the public 
and private edifices prove that beyond 
question. In no country of Europe are there 
to be seen private edifices so ephemeral, be- 
tween the monstrous and the grotesque, as 
in America, and the public works, costing 
millions of dollars, When they are not faith- 
ful 
the Italian and French renaissance, 
simply pitiable. 

“It is hard to find in Europe modern 
monuments so vulgar, awkward, insignifi- 
cant, void of meaning, or virtuosity, and 
badly cepied as those incumbering the 
squares and parks of American cities. With 
the exception of some bronzes by Augustus 
St. Gaudens, Macmonnies, F. Edwin El- 
well, and of a few small works which I 
have seen in Boston, Washington, Phila- 
delphia, and New York, they. are ice cold,

BISHOP DOANE ON TRUSTS. | THOUGHT LOUIS WO 


- 7 at 


Considers Their Methods and Also | But Newark Judge Said Brother Cox 


Those of Labor Unions. 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., June 8.—At the 
commencement exercises of Union College 
to-day Bishop William Croswell Doane of 
Albany made an address, in which he said: 

“ There is nothing more dangerous or dis- 
astrous than the attempt to make hide- 
bound and hard and fast lines of classifi- 
cations among men, unless it be the das- 
tardly and devilish attempt to antagonize 
these classes ag they exist. 

“ We are living in a time of unsettlement 
and unrest. On the one hand are the great 
accumulations of wealth controlling in 
united corporations the industries and the 
markets of the world, These are called 
trusts. They are counted dangerous. 

“There is far more danger in the dis- 
trust that they breed than in the trusts 
themselves. And they are to be judged 
not as though they were all bad or a8 
though they were altogether good, but to be 
judged by the methods of their organiza- 
tions, the motives of their administration, 
and the character of their members. 

“On the other hand, there are the great 
organizations of workers, labor unions, 
trades unions, running through the whole 
of the industria! world; and the dangers ot 
those organigations lies not so much in 
their purpose of federated labors as in their 
tendency to devour each other and to dis- 
unite and exclude. 

“Unions are neither all good nor alto- 
gether bad. I see no difference between 
the inhumanity of a corner in wheat or a 
corner in quinine and the inhumanity of 
freezing the entire population of a countty 
by a coal strike in midwinter, or of dishen- 


oring the bodies of the dead by making 
their burial impossible.”

The work is to be 
issued in a few weeks. It is charged that 
Mr. Andrews used his own time during 
working hours and the time of Government 
clerks in the preparation of the book, and 
that he incorporated in the book an ex- 
haustive index of court decisions on cus- 
toms law, compiled by H. J. Webster, as- 


sistant counsel to the Government before 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers. 

Mr. Andrews said yesterday that he did 
not see that there was anything to inves- 
tigate, and that he intended to submit the 
book to the Treasury Department as soon 
as it was issued. 


NEW ENGLAND BRICK CO. SALE. 


‘Its Entire Property to be Disposed of 
at Auction. 


BOSTON, June 8.—It was announced here 
to-day that the entire property of the New 
England Brick Company will be sold at 
auction under foreclosure proceedings on 
July 6, at Cambridge. 

The concern defaulted on a mortgage for 

748,000 held by the old Colony. Trust Com- 
pany of this city and was placed in the 
hands of a receiver Feb. 17, with liabilities 
of $4,000,000. The property is in Boston, 
Cambridge, Medford, and other Massachu- 
setts points, and also in Maine, New 


_ Hampshire, and New York towns.

sale. 


Window Glass Trade at Low Ebb.

SMALLER PIG IRON OUTPUT. 
In its weekly review of the iron trade 
The Iron Age calls attention to the falling 
off in pig iron production during the month 
of May and the addition during that month 
of about 100,000 tons to the stocks at mer- 
chant furnaces. The Iron Age says: 


From the statistical returns it looks as though 
the consumption of pig iron had declined very 
materially since March, while expanding pro- 
duction has not been checked until the last 
month. Our monthly report shows that the out- 
put for May was 1,532,500 tons of anthracite and 
coke pig iron, as contpared with 1,554,000 tons 
in April. But the rate of output, which had 
reached 366,000 tons per week on May 1, has 
dropped back to 336,000 tons on June 1. 

The corrective was therefore quickly and auto- 
matically applied, but in the meantime stocks 
which were declining steadily during the first 
seerter of the year have been sharply increased 

uri May, there having been an accumulation 
of 100,000 tons during that month alone. Two- 
thirds of this addition to the stock must be 
credited to the Central West and to the North- 


west. 

This indicates quite a shrinkage in the demand, 
which even the cutting down in the rate of pro- 
duction may not counterbalance. It must be 
noted, however, that already there has been a 
further restriction in the output by the blowing 
~out of additional furnaces since the opening of 
the month. 

It is not surprising that the pig iron markets 
have weakened further, and Birmingham is now 
on the basis of $9 for No. 2 foundry, with one 
transaction involving 12,000 tons closed this 
week. It is interesting to note that some export 
business in Southern basic pig has been done 

y. 

e demand is still light in the heavier 
os cago of the finished trade. Some _ fairly 
ame orders for steel cars have brought some 
very welcome tonnage to the plate mills, who

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy; 
1@1 1-4. 


Both Stock and Bond Markets Show Im- 
provement in Activity and 
Prices. 


The more cheerful temper of the mar- 
ket which was apparent in’ Tuesday’s 
closing business was manifest during 
Most of yesterday’s trading. Only a few 
Specialties failed to participate, and the 
enthusiasm more than made this good 
~s Carrying up several leading proper- 
‘es against the effect of news scarcely 
stimulating. For example, Steel rose de- 
Spite as bearish an account of the iron 
industry as a conservative trade organ 
could be expected to make itself respon- 
sible for. Consumption of merchant pig, 
which had increased up to March, has 
since declined almost to January’s fig- 
urés. Production has been sharply 
checked, but not enough to prevent 
growth of stocks. And the price situa- 
tion leayes much to be desired. In yes- 
terday’s temper these hard sayings were 
accepted with allowance. It was recalled 
that the trade journal had been bullish 
at the top, and it was suspected of being 
bearish at the bottom. Western Union 
also rose, despite a quarterly report 
Which was unfavorable, but less unfa- 
Vorable than had been anticipated. The 
sundry specialties which a day. or two 
ago broke the list with their weight yes- 
terday helped the rise, which averaged 
under a point, and was at its maximum 
among representative properties in an 
advance of 2% for Reading first pre- 
ferred, The exceptions were insignifi- 
cant. Amalgamated Copper suffered a 
fractional loss upon trade reports of the 
Same fténor as those which did not pre- 
vent Steel’s rise, and Chicago and Great 
Western, which long has been no man’s 
friend, now finds no friends in its heed. 
The volume of business was nearly dou- 
bled, and was much better distributed 
than in a long time. Neither Ontario nor 
any other specialty was especially act- 
ive, the best business being done in 
gtocks with good claim to rank as lead- 
ers. The bond business increased by 
nearly ‘a half million to over $2,000,000. 
The softness in Consolidated Tobacco 4s 
was neither surprising nor unsettling, 
the strength of Steel 5s, Brooklyn 4s, 
Rock Island 4s, and several others being 
frore representative of the day’s transac- 
tions. 

The general news of the day was inter- 
preted in the same hopeful way. The re- 
port of the’ fall of Port Arthur, which 
would have been smiled at in a different 
mood, was discussed respectfully, with a 
perception of the possibilities of a sudden 
peace. The weakness of staples contin- 
ued, and the ease of sterling, together 
with the canceling of orders of gold for 
export; left scarce a remnant of the 
small previous interest in gold exports. 
Altogether it was a cheerful day, with 
the majority thinking the rise might run 
into several points, and with only an ex- 
ceptional pessimist suggesting that the 
list already looked rather toppy when 
contrasted with facts instead of hopes.

Hopefulness in Market Increases 
as Prices Advance. 


Theory That Large Banking Interests 
Will Encourage the Market—Read- 
Ing’s Activity—Steel Pre- 
ferred Advances. 


"The number of those who were willing to 


-8ive. the market some credit for genuine 


strength and to hear predictions of higher 
prices without some expression of con- 
tempt were more numerous yesterday than 
they have been on any day of late. Some 
even were found who expected a ten-point 
advance in the whole list. This was some- 
thing like enthusiasm and a welcome re- 
lief from the pessimism that has been dom- 
inant for so long. In its actual accomplish- 
ments yesterday's stock market was to 
some degree calculated to encourage the 
bulls, but it was in sentiment that the 
greatest charige occurred. For some days 
the Street has been turning to the bull 
side of the market, and yesterday the re- 
sponse in prices was more general than on 
any day previously.

One Theory of the Market.

"{COASTWISE FIREMEN 


GO OUT: ON STRIKE 


Union Puts the Ban on Ships of 
Nine Lines. 


1,000 MEN ARE OUT ALREADY 


Firemen on Red D, Porto Rico, and 
Ward Lines Quit Work—Strikers 
Fighting for Union Recognition. 


The strike of the marine firemen on the 
coastwise steamships, which had been 
threatened for two weeks by the Atlantic 
Coast Marine Firemen’s Union, actually 
started yesterday. A strike order ‘has 
be€n issued by the union against the nine 


coastwise steamship companies in this city 
which have refused the demands of the 
unicn, and the firemen struck yesterday 
morning on the boats of the Red D, Porto 
Rico, and Ward iines which were at their 
piers. 

The other lines are the Mallory, Savan- 
nah, Old Dominion, €lyde, Panama, and 
Morgan. According to Daniel J. Sullivan, 
Secretary of the Atlantic Coast Marine 
Firemen’s Union, who has charge of the 
strike, strikes will be ordered here on every 
boat of these lines as she comes into port. 

“IT have also sent telegrams to the busi- 
ness agents of our union along the At- 
lantic Coast,’’ he said, ‘“‘ directing them to 
call the firemen on strike as the boats of 
these lines now at sea come to port. About 
4,500 men will be involved altogether, and 
1,000 firemen are out now. This is out- 
side of other lines along the Atlantic Coast, 
whose headquarters are in other cities on 
whom the demands are being made. 

“The firemen on the boats of all these 
outside companies which have refused our/ 
demands will be ‘ordered on strike. So far 
we have only heard from one of these com- 
panies, the Boston Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation Company, which has re- 
fused the demands. It takes time to sub- 
mit them and get a reply, and it may be 
several days before we hear a report from 
the companies in cities outside of New 
York.” 

An attempt was made to call out the 
firemen on the Morgan Line steamship 
Proteus yesterday morning; but the at- 
tempt faiied and the Proteus sailed for 
New Orleans with all her regular crew. 
According to Sullivan, the firemen were 
forcibly prevented by policemen from leav- 
ing the vessel. A representative of the 
company said later: 

“An attempt was made to get the fire- 
men to strike, but they were not willing to 
do so. There was some kind of a muss up, 
and we protected our men until thé vessel 
got away. We will not allow our men to be 
coerced.”’ 

As far as can be learned, the main de- 
mand, though supposed to be for the abol- 
ition of the crimping system, is really for 
recogniiion of the union. All the com- 
panies in this city have refused to sign an 
agreement embodying these demands and 
a demand for a new wage scale. 

Most of the lines are paying the wages 
demanded, and they deny that the crimp- 
ing system is in operation. They will not, 
however, consent to employ only union 
men. 

Superintendent Dallas of the Red D Line 
said vesterday: 

‘So far about a dozen or perhaps a few 
more of our firemen are on strike on one 
boat. We filled their places promptly. 
How far the strike order will be obeyed as 
the boats come in I cannot say, but we 
shall be abie to get all the men we want. 

“This strike is a case of union coercion, 
pure, and simple. Most of the men did not 
know what they were striking for. Before 
the boat:sailed they went on board to get 
their clothes and one man was crying. Phe 
demand for the abolition of the crimping 
system is nonsense. Our men are nearly 
all married and live with their wives and 
not at boarding houses. I am sorry for the 
strikers, who have acted very foolishly, 
and realize it by this time.” 

Sullivan stated last night that demands 
were to be made on seven companies in 
Baltimore, three in Philadelphia, and nine 
in Norfolk, Va. Besides the 4,500 men on 
the New York companies, he said, the de- 
mands were being made on behalf of 6,500 
marine firemen in Boston, Baltimore, Phil- 
adelphia, and Norfolk. 


BOSTON, June 8—A genera] strike of 
the marine firemen has been declared here 
and all the union firemen employed on, 
steamships in this harbor are expected to 
quit work within the next three days. 

A telegram from New York was received 
this afternoon by Business Agent Maloney 
of the Boston organization, which stated 
that a strike of the marine firemen on all 
lines had been decided upon by the Gen- 
eral Executive Board in that city. In the 
jurisdiction of = Boston union are Port- 
land, Eastport, afd other places along the 
New England coast.

COPPER PROMOTER ACCUSED. 
R. Horton Batchelor Held on- Larceny 
Complaint of Stockholder. 


R. Horton Batchelor, a well-known brok- 
er of 42 New Street, was a prisoner in the 
Tombs Court yesterday afternoon charged 
with grand larceny, on the complaint of a 
stockholder in the Aberdeen Consolidated 
Copper Company, which Mr. Batchelor pro- 
moted. He was held for thirty days pend- 
ing the-secu~ing of requisition papers to 
be applied for by the authorities of Penn- 
sylvania, in which State the alleged of- 
fense took place. No bail was fixed, but it 
will be arranged in a few days. 

According to the complaint filed by M.

He visited 
Shamokin a year or so ago, and secured 
subscriptions to the stock to a _ large 
a@mount—between $50,000 and $60,000, it is 
said. On Sept. 3 last, Nagle says, he ad- 
vanced to Batchelor $800 for the purpose 
of paying the wages of the employes at 
the mines. This sum, the complaint al- 
leges, Batchelor converted to his own use. 
Mr. Nagle and some others of the stock- 
holders of the company became dissatisfied 
with the way things were running and 
swore out a warrant at Shamokin, charg- 
ing Batchelor with grand larceny. 

Batchelor’s lawyer, F: W. Park, said in 
court that the whole thing was due to

NAME HIS OWN DEPUTY 


Tammany’s Unpleasant Surprise 
_for Frank Raymond, Républican. 


PLACE FOR O’BRIEN FOLLOWER 


Raymond Had Made Up His Mind to 
Name Hal Bell for the Place—Dan- 
iel J. Dowdney Another 
Tax Deputy. 


Unpleasant was the reception which 
Frank Raymond, newly appointed Tax 
Commissioner at $7,000 a year, got when 
he called at the offices of the Tax Board 
in the Stewart Building yesterday. Even 
the fact that he had been promoted from a 
$2,500 place as Deputy Collector of Cus- 
toms to his present place at three times the 
salary did not make him entirely cheerful, 
for he found the Tammany members of the 
board prepared to block his cherished plan 
to name Civil Service Commissioner Hal 
Bell as his $2,500 deputy.

*“* But,” mildly interposed President 
O'Donnell, “the appointment of a deputy 
does not rest with the Commissioner. It 
rests with the board. The law did not 
change anything in that respect.” 

‘“‘ Heavens!’ ejaculated Raymond. 
the Board is a Tammany board five to two! 
What chance have I to get my man in un- 
der those circumstances?”’

FIRE LADS’ EXHIBITION 


Then Huge Auto Parade Takes Him 
to Coney Island. 


CHIEF CROKER’S HEAVY LOSS 


Panama Hat and New Spring Clothes 
Get Soaked—Why Hotel Men’s White 
Auto Was So Closely Guarded. 


There was an alarm turned in shortly 
after 1:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon from 
Box 428, at the northeast corner of Seven- 
teenth Street and Broadway, by Chief 
Cfoker of the Fire Department, with the 
result that, notwithstanding the many 
Broadway cars and the heavy traffic in the 
way of the first engine to respond, No. 14 
was there within fifty-four seconds, all 
hitched to a standpipe ready for work.

All this was for the kenefit of the com- 
pany attendant on the twenty-fifth cbnven- 
tion of _the Hotet Men’s Mutual Benefit 
Association, and the members of the or- 
ganization mixed with a metropolitan 
crowd that early grasped the id@a that 
there was somethimg unusual about to oc- 
cur in Union Square North. 

Wrod had been sent to the Everett House 
and to the people in the office buildings ad- 
joining that they were not to be alarmed it 
any uxusual display of the fire-figtiting 
force, so that the coming of the engines
